The Long-Life Plate 
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A Word About the New Jewelry Styles and Costume 
Fashions Seen in London

T last, after lingering an unbelievably 

long period, the London season is over. 
It whirled its way to dizzy heights and, like 
a sky rocket, exploded in a blaze of light 
and a shower of gorgeous colors. It ended 
with the exodus of the gaiety makers to the 
country house and the river cottage. The 
country house that is a veritable palace and 
the cottage of two score rooms. 

But in the blaze and glittering shower of 
the season much was found of note to 
be written down. We eavesdroppers of 
fashion have not forgotten what we heard 
during the height of the season, even if the 
gayest of gay times is actually over. At 
the balls we noticed jewels galore and very 
new. At opera and theater it was the same 
and all with gowns to rival the beauty of 
gem color and the splendor of flashing gem 
facets. 

At one famous ball a certain duchess wore 
a towering tiara which in itself was an 
innovation for this particular lady, but it 
was made more singular still, because the 
height in this jewel came at the back, and 
the front sections did not quite meet over 
the forehead. This wondrous jewel curved 
like a great gem plume from front to back 
around the right side of the head, but was 
built to a lower scale at the left and here 
made a framework like a diamond-encrust- 
ed trellis, over which the curved spray of 
upstanding diamonds stood out at the back. 

The Duchess of Albany brought out her 
finest jéwels for wear at the charity balls, 
and so the rest of London’s matrons had an 
after-war precedent and one that was sorely 
needed, for each hesitated to be the first to 
display the family diamonds. 

Gem studded handles to feather fans, 
splendid hair ornaments and ropes of pearls 
in extraordinarily long loops were seen 
among the handsomest jewels at all the 
balls beginning with the Italian charity af- 
fair at Covent Garden and the new Forest 
Hunt ball at Brackenhurst. Mrs. Moreton 
wore her famous diamond studded tiara 
and the Duchess of Westminster her won- 
drous pearls. Speaking of pearls, jewels 
that attracted attention wherever seen this 
Season, there was a fillet worn low above 
the brow and tasselated in long loops en- 
tirely around the back of the head from 
far to ear. The coif was given a classic 
outline by its center parting and high psyche 
knot and this fillet, a thick rope of entwined 
Pearls, made a severely straight line from 
the brow over the top of the ear to below 
the knot at the back of the head, where 


pearl tassels and loops were caught in 
strands by pearl-encrusted disks placed just 
behind each ear. Another pearl jewel and 
one that accompanied this elaborate head- 
dress was attractive through its great size. 
It reached five inches across the top and its 
shallow solid section was given depth by its 
elaborate tasselated festoon of swinging 
pearl strands. Pearls without diamonds 
would not seem just right, so the diamonds 
were used in the finger rings. 

It seems to be the rule that for earrings 
worn during the evening hours, long pend- 
ant drops only should be used, and stud 
earrings reserved for daytime wear. At 
least, this has been our experience here, for 
without exception, I have seen pendants 
only worn at opera, dinner and ball. It is 
a fact that pendant earrings are the favorites 
in London at present, but, nevertheless, ear 
studs are used with the morning tailored 
costume, or in more magnificent gem set- 
tings for the afternoon, but these, no matter 
how handsome they may be, never appear 
after 6 o’clock. 

I wonder how much your “movies” influ- 
ence the fashions in gowns and jewels in 
America. Over here we have, beside your 
American favorites, some English cinema 
actresses who certainly have something to 
do with the introduction of gown and 
jewelry styles. There is one, for instance, 
of whom this may be truly said. Her name 
is Ernestine Meyers. Do you know her in 
the States? She is clever in her costuming, 
for she wears things that are not particu- 
larly bizarre, but gowns and frocks, hats 
and jewels that may be readily copied by 
her adoring public and she finishes them off 
with the most fascinating little touches. 


For instance, lately, she wound pearls in ° 


her hair in a most artistic way. They were 
so entwined that they made a cluster at one 
side of her froth of curls at the back of 
her head and they banded her forehead in 
a deep fillet of pearl strands. It seems as 
though I would never be finished with 
speaking of pearls in the letter, but it must 
be because these beautiful gems are being 
worn more generously than usual this 
Summer. 

This predominance of pearls began with 
the formal courts last month, when were 
presented to their majesties debutantes on 
their introduction to society, young matrons 
on their marriage into the recognized 
families, and those who were presented on 
the receiving of titles by their husbands. It 
was at these courts that pearls became the 


honored gem, and although they are closely 
followed by diamonds, still it must be al- 
lowed that more pearls are used at one time 
and that altogether a greater number are 
seen at any single affair than any other 
gem. Next in numbers and certainly in 
size come the emeralds and after that, to- 
gether, sapphires and rubies. It is surpris- 
ing how many opals are being used nowa- 
days, and it is also remarkable that semi- 
precious stones are worn together with the 
finer gems. But a short time ago this was 
not done, for if gems were used, they were 
used alone and when semi-precious stones 
were mounted in the jewel, it did not seem 
right that their pretty colors should be put 
in the background by the greater brilliance 
or deeper tone of the more magnificent 
gems. 


I am becoming tired of talking of things 
formal, so let us follow the gay Londoners 
on their Summer sojourns and go with them 
to Henley-on-the-Thames and to Phylis 
Court, the sea, or the mountains. Smocks 
and jumpers will then be our theme; flappers 
we will see copying the young person in 
pink that appeared in “Irene,” and sleeve- 
less tennis frocks piped in colors, short of 
waist and split for the skirt, wild flowers 
decking hats, with kilted skirts, grosgrain 
caps, and “washing frocks” in cretonne. 

With all this array of frocks informal, 
naturally the simplest of jewels are used. 
Earrings and bangles become gold and 
minus gems. The earrings are gypsy loops 
and the bangles worn in dozens on both 
arms. There are complete new costumes, 
too, to be recorded, the boudoir suit for 
instance and the tea frock. Each of these 
has its appropriate accompanying jewels 
which are marvelous. 

The boudoir suit appears in lime-tinted 
satin hauté faced with black. It has a 
jumper draped at the side and showing the 
black lining and with it is worn a Swanson- 
like headdress of many stranded colored 
gems and earrings and huge finger-rings are 
chosen, not to match, but to give variety to 
the whole costume. 

The tea frock is entirely a different affair 
and far more simple. Its colors are new 
and named according to their tint—tomato, 
mastic, russet, or petunia. A jumper tunic 
with gusset sleeves and a narrow belt makes 
up this frock when its skirt is accordeon 
plaited. Or it is a lace alpaca jumper used 
with a sheer net skirt over a contrasting 
lining. 

Among the new hats for country wear 
there is a bankok banded in printed minon, 
while for motoring, the new corded hat in 
grosgrain silk is both becoming and con- 
venient. It makes a little puff upon the 
head and it may be pulled down snugly 
around the ears. It comes in bands of gros- 
grain ribbon, each edge corded and attached 
to the next piece, and so, row for row, it

fills up a rounded mushroom-shaped toque. 
The regulation mushroom hat is also popu- 
lar, and one that was seen at the popular 
sporting resort, the Pan Links lately, is in 
white and black, the white making the 
facing in grosgrain, the black in patent 
leather forming the upper edge of the stiff, 
slanted brim and banding with a narrow 
strap buckled in silver, the soft full crown 
of white grosgrain silk. This ancient golf 
course—it was built in 1854—forms the 
background for many a new fashion, and 
just to mention one more, a wrist watch 
was used here lately, where box-set emer- 
alds made the bracelet and green enamel 
covered the octagon watchcase with a sur- 
rounding circle of emeralds close to the 
watch face. This jewel, let it be said, was 
worn by a spectator, not by a contestant in 
the match. 

The Three Arts ball of the Spring ush- 
ered in quite unintentionally the silk smock 
worn over the corduroy skirt. This ball, 
you will remember, held in Albert Hall, was 
a Country Revel and the only costume al- 
lowed was the regulation full smock for 
men and girls alike, with the lower garment 
made of dull-colored corduroy. Now this 
fashion had been interpreted in the new 
smocks of silk and frock or bloomers of 
rich-colored linen or blue maroon or 
heliotrope velvet. 

Other little fashion items to be noticed 
are the regimental colors seen in all jewelry 
for men. Heavy ribbon is used for the 
bands of their wrist watches, and their 
scarfpins, cufflinks, watchfobs and finger- 
rings for the daytime repeat their past regi- 
mental colors. For their evening jewelry 
they still hold to the recognized black, white 
or grey color scheme, but there has been a 
decided attempt to introduce amethysts, sap- 
phires, rubies or black opals as the gem for 
evening sets. 

At the galleries both the gazing public 
and the subjects in the portraits make in- 
teresting watching for the fashion review- 
ers. For instance, a reed green linen gown 


banded in black velvet arid worn with a. 


black velvet artist’s cap was seen at Bur- 
lington House, and in the splendidly in- 
formal portrait by Sir John Laveen, A. R. 
A, and Charles Sims, R. A., the daintiest 
Summer costumes and pretty jewels were 
noticeable. 

At the races—and what fashion write-up 
would be complete at this time of the year 
without a mention of these fashionable 
gatherings—coats and cloaks become neces- 
sary on account of the required traveling 
and the uncertainty of the weather. They 
are voluminous and collared in huge cape- 
like tops which end in tassels to be swung 
across the shoulder or around the neck. 
They reach to the ankles, no matter how 
short the frock beneath them may be, but 
strange, to say, with all their width, they 
are cut off short in the back and very often, 
gathered to a short flat panel. Grey geor- 
gette was used as the collar and for the 
wing-like piece on either side of one of 
these wraps in velour. It was worn with 
a large picture hat also in the grey geor- 
gette, but this was overlaid for the crown 
with silver passamenterie and with it the 
jewels were strangely appropriate in silver 
mount, black pearls and small emeralds, 
making a striking combination. 
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The Opal Superstition 





ig appears strange that the opal should 

have fallen into disfavor as an unlucky 
stone in strictly modern times. The su- 
perstitions as to the powers of the precious 
stones are derived from ancient days or 
the Middle Ages, but in the case of the 
opal we moderns have set up our own 
special superstition opposed to that of the 
olden times which were the source of su- 
perstitious knowledge and the science of 
the occult. 

Dr. Kunz, in his “Curious Lore of Prec- 
ious Stones,” places the onus of the opal’s 
disgrace at the door of Scott’s “Anne of 
Geierstein.” But he claims the opal of 
Lady Hermione was not selected by the 
author as a stone of malign influence but 
only as an individual gem peculiarly adapt- 
ed by its characteristics in the play of color 
and its sensitiveness to moisture. Of 
course, if Sir Walter’s novel and our depth 
of knowledge of the occult powers of the 
precious stones are greater than the mystic 
learning of the early days the claim of 
the malign influence of opals in modern 
days would tend to prove our earlier an- 
cestors had a different opal to ours, as 
theirs were so favorable to the wearer. Dr. 
Kunz’s recital of the particulars surround- 
ing the opal are of romantic interest, and 
a few of his statements are appended: 

“In the Middle Ages the opal mines of 
Sernowitz, in Hungary, were very actively 
exploited, and at the opening of the XVth 
century more than 300 men are said to have 
been employed here in the search for opals. 
At that time, and for many centuries after, 
no breath of suspicion ever tarnished the 
fame of the opal as not only a thing of 
rare beauty, but also a talisman of the first 
rank, We are told that blonde maidens 
valued nothing more highly than necklaces 
of opals, for while they wore these orna- 
ments their hair was sure to guard its 
beautiful color. * * * From the earliest 
times the baleful influence of the Evil Eye 
has struck terror into the souls of the ig- 
norant and superstitious. It is believed by 
some that the name ‘opal’—written ‘ophal’ 
in the time of Queen Elizabeth—was de- 
rived from opthalmus, the eye or opthal- 
mius, pertaining to the eye, and that hence 
the foolish superstition regarding the ill- 
luck of the opal had some connection with 
the belief in the Evil Eye. However, this 
is altogether incorrect, since the stone 
called opthalmius by early writers, and 
which seems to have been the opalus of 
the ancients and our opal, was believed 
to have a wonderfully beneficial effect upon 
the sight, and if it was thought to render 
the wearer invisible, this was only an added 
virtue of the stone. * * * One of the 
earliest descriptions of the opal in English 
is that written in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth by Dr. Stephen Batman (d.1584). 
While the passage is essentially a transla- 
tion from the ‘De proprietatibus rerum,’ of 
Bartolomeus Anglicus, the English version 
is interesting in itself as showing what was 
accepted by English readers of the time 
regarding the virtues of the opal. There 
is, of course no trace of the foolish mod- 
ern superstition touching the ominous qual- 
ity of this beautiful gem. Batman writes: 
Optallio is called also Oppalus, and is a 
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stone distinguished with colors of divers 
precious stones, as Isid saith * * * ‘This 
stone breedeth only in Inde and is deemed 
to have as many virtues, as hiewes and 
colors. Of this Optallius it is said in Lapi- 
dario, that this Optallius keepeth and saveth 
the eyen that beareth it, clear and sharp and 
without grief, and dimmeth other men’s 
eyes that be about, with a maner clowde, 
and smitith them with a maner blindness, 
that is called Amentia, so that they may not 
see neither take heede what is done before 
their eyen. Therefore it is said that it is 
the most sure patron of thieves.’ 

“The opal seems to have appealed to 
Shakespeare as a fit emblem of inconstancy, 
for in ‘Twelfth Night’ he makes the clown 
say to the Duke: ‘Now the melancholy 
God protect thee, and the Tailor make thy 
garment of changeable taffeta, for thy mind 
is very'opal.’ That the beauty of the opal 
was fully appreciated in the XVIth century 
is shown by the words of Cardano, who 
states that he once bought one of these 
stones for 15 gold crowns and found as 
much pleasure in its possession as he did 
in that of a diamond that had cost him 500 
crowns. Although superstitious beliefs were 
rather the rule than the exception in Car- 
dano’s time, none of the silly fancies re- 
garding the ominous quality of the opal 
were then currént. It was reserved for 
the XIXth century to develop these alto- 
gether unreasonable—and almost inexplic- 
able—superstitions. 

“Although opal has been considered by 
some a stone of misfortune, black opal is 
regarded as an exceptionally lucky stone. 
Formerly black opals were artificially made 
by dipping the light stone in ink, or by al- 
lowing burnt oil to enter cracks in the stone 
produced by heating. About the year 1900, 
however, a number of deposits of natural 
black opals were found in the White Cliff 
region of New South Wales, whence ex- 
ceedingly beautiful gems have been se- 
cured, with wonderful flames of green, red 
and blue in a black field. Some of these 
have sold for $1,000 and even for a higher 
price, the smaller ones bringing from a few 
dollars upward each.” Cc. W. C,

variety in both color and texture, for 
both the peridot and the sardonyx are the 
natal stones of this month. The peridot 
with its bright gleaming facets and trans- 
parent sap-green color is such a distinct 
contrast to the deep translucent red of the 
sardonyx that they give a wide divergence 
in the makeup of the jewels they adorn. 

To accompany the newly named “coun- 
try clothes” of the Summer time there is 
needed a selection of small pins and 
brooches, and set with the August sard, 
there comes a small brooch, gold of mount 
and with the smooth-cut gem used in quite 
a fresh design as a backing for decorative 
gold bars. These bars overlay the sar- 
donyx in parallel bands from one long point 
to the other across a _ lozenge-shaped 
brooch.

There is a little locket to be used for an 
August birthday gift where a peridot is set 
at the center of a platinum disk for the 
locket case and a pin line of enamel toned 
in a color to match the green of the peri- 
dot runs around the circle to make a little 
line of color on the otherwise smooth 
polished surface of the jewel.

Peridots combined with diamonds make 
up the central plaque section on one of 
the newest flexible bracelets. This plaque 
is built up of a dozen small units, each 
square holding a central diamond and a 
peridot at each of the four corners, thus 
making a single row of diamonds and a 
double row of peridots.

An August birthday gift that was 
made to order lately is a set of cufflinks 
and a collar holder to match. The link 
contour was square with blunt corners and 
a diamond was set in the center above a 
flat piece of sard that was rimmed in 
platinum. The ends of the collar holder 
were made to match with the sard as the 
foundation and a diamond set above it.

There is a new necklace pendant fash- 
ioned of gold and platinum but forming in 
its open piercing a Grecian-like jewel. 
Pearls and peridots together dot the 
framework and the pattern is a trio of 
long wire loop, two above like spread- 
ing wings and one below. These hold 
the gems with a large green peridot at 
their joining, while between these loops 
there are insets of filigree platinum wire 
and a platinum neckchain is joined to the 
two upper loops and like the pendant, it 
holds clusters of pearls and peridots. 

An August birthday gift for a man can 


be found in this excellent watch fob 
where the sardonyx is used in an unusual 
position and the monogram is carved from 
the gold. The sard makes an outer rim 
for this jewel and the monogram fills in 
this rim with openwork piercing. The 
gold of the monogram is carried over the 
oblong-shaped sardonyx rim to reinforce 
the corners and the sard is bevelled at the 
inner side but rounded for its outer edges.

A particularly attractive handbag that is 
intended for evening use is made of the 
softest mirror velvet in palest green and 
topped with a gold mount encrusted with 
peridots. There is also a single stick 
plumed ostrich fan with peridots set in its 
gold handle. The plumes are of tints to 
match a special evening gown and their 
blends of pink, cream and Nile green 
blend together while the peridots set in a 
row of little box mounts in the handle 
emphasize the green tint in the plume. 
The handle of this fan is unusual in de- 
sign and gives a new note that may well 
be copied in other jewels. The box-set 
peridots are bordered on either side with 
openwork piercing and each little case re- 
peats a hand-engraved pattern.

The appliqué of platinum millegrain 
wire upon a platinum watchcase is not out 
of the ordinary, but in oné little sautoir 
watch this appliqué work holds peridots 
and the design in the appliqued millegrain 
wire traces an outline of pale green enam- 
eling. The watch is octagonal in shape, 
but the enameling runs to all four corners 
giving the appliqued design an irregular 
square contour.

The peridct seems to be gaining in 
fashion every year. It is used now for 
evening as well as for daytime wear and 
in all manner of jewels. It was chosen 
lately to top a handsome diamond tiara 
with an upstanding finial and it has been 
used this Summer as the principal gem in 
evening necklaces, brooches, earrings and 
finger-rings. The peridot also makes a 
splendid choice for the gems in those new 
jewels where a single color is the theme. 
A row of box-set faceted peridots makes 
in this way a flexible bracelot, drop ear- 
rings, square-shaped ear-studs, a narrow 
single row ‘bandeau, or a triple-chain fillet 
for the hair, while in finger-rings these 
bright green gems are used in oblong 
shapes cut with a table cutting or faceted 
and clustered with ‘diamonds or pearls. 
Combinations of pearls with amethysts and 
topazes make excellent gem coloring in 
daytime jewels when. the mount is of gold. 
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This is a favorite color scheme for the 
purple, green and brown of the gems and 
can be used with so many different costume 
colorings, but of all the combinations 
where peridots make the important gem, 
pearls are still the favorite accompani- 
ment.

Besides being in itself a beautiful stone, 
the sardonyx has a most interesting his- 
tory. Well known in Biblical times, it 
was one of the stones used in the founda- 
tion of the Holy City, and it has come 
down to us with a record of popularity 
in every age and in every clime. In 
Grecian art it is known as Venus’ own 
gem. Roman art has made the carvings 
of sardonyx famous, while through the 
times of Elizabeth in England and the 
Louis’ in France down to our own Colonial 
times carved sards have held their place 
among gems of recognized fashion. Sar- 
donyx in the limited acceptance of the 
name is a reddish-brown chalcedony, but 
for the August birthstone the many other 
varieties are also correctly used. For the 
cameo carvings of to-day the twin-layer 
sard which shows a layer of rich Indian 
red as a ground and a clear white for 
the figure work, is the favored variety, 
but as a gem chosen to match the gown 
color any of the shades running from the 
vivid orange-red to the deep brown sard 
are utilized. Set as a solitaire in a finger- 
ring a wine-colored sardonyx makes. a 
wondrous jewel when small diamonds are 
used for the ring circle and as decorative 
leaf clusters on either side of a smooth- 
cut oval sard. A birthday gift reminiscent 
of Colonial days would be one of the 
newly designed and well-executed cameos: 
shown in one of the Avenue’s larger 
jewelry shops. Such a cameo may be 
chosen for the gem in a finger-ring, a: 
brooch or as a plaque on one of the very 
new bangles.

Restriction of production by either party 
in industry was condemned. A _ recom- 
mendation providing for the study of hours 
in industry was adopted and adequate ma- 
chinery for the arbitration of difficulties 
between the workers and their employers.

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Crime Wave Hits Cleveland Jewelry Trade 





Robbers Hold Up Proprietor of Euclid Jewelry Shop, a Gold and Silver 
Dealer and a Pittsburgh Gem Merchant and Escape With Valuable 
Loot—Window Smashing Cases Reported. 

















CreveLAnD, O., July 22.—Subject upper- 
most in the minds of all members of the 
jewelry trade here is as to how long they 
will be victimized by robbers before a 
severe example is made of the thieves. In 
less than a week three robberies, netting 
the thugs more than $30,000 merchandise, 
have startled the town. A retailer, a gold 
dealer and a diamond merchant visiting 
Cleveland were the victims. Police work- 
ing on the cases have been inclined to link 
up the last two losses as the work of the 
same daring band of holdup men. 


EUCLID JEWELRY SHOP LOOTED. 


While the police and firemen were hold- 
ing their annual parade five bandits entered 
the Euclid Jewelry Shop, Euclid Ave. and 
E. 79th St. and owned by Herman Schnee, 
held up Mr. Schnee and Mrs. J. May 
Middleton, optometrist, secured 50 diamond 
rings valued at $12,000, and fled in an 
automobile. ‘The robbers presented them- 
selves as customers, and asked to look at 
rings. One pretended to purchase, and 
reached for money. Instead he drew a 
pistol from his pocket and covered Mr. 
Schnee. Two of the others then covered 
Mrs. Middleton with revolvers. The re- 
maining two went to the window and be- 
gan stowing away in their pockets the 
diamonds. 

During the looting Louis Levenberg, part 
owner of the store, attempted to enter the 
store from the street. One of the robbers 
immediately gave Mr. Levenberg his at- 
tention and prevented him from calling for 
help or aiding Mr. Schnee or Mrs. Middle- 
ton. After gathering their loot the bandits 
ran to their car, and drove west on the 
avenue, Immediately Mrs. Middleton called 
the police, who sent a flying squadron in 
pursuit, but the chase was unsuccessful. 

GOLD AND SILVER DEALER HELD UP AND 

ROBBED. 


Just before closing time, when thousands 
of persons were passing through the build- 
ing on their way home, two robbers entered 
the office of Isaac Miller, gold and silver 
dealer in the Colonial Arcade, and robbed 
him of $10,000 in metals and jewelry and 
nearly $500 in cash. 

This robbery was among the most brutal 
yet put over by the thugs infesting Cleve- 
land. They forced Mr. Miller into a small 
room at the point of revolvers, bound him 
to a chair, and beat him over the head 
with a heavy blunt instrument, In a dazed 
condition Mr. Miller saw the thieves turn 
their attention to Mrs. Nellie Du Broy, 
bookkeeper. Threatening to shoot the 
woman, they backed her into a laboratory, 
and locked the door upon her. Then 
leisurely they went through the place, 
selecting with care the most valuable ma- 
terials. Satisfied with their loot, they again 
attacked Mr. Miller, beating him into un- 
consciousness, and then walked down stairs, 
to melt into the homegoing crowds. 


PITTSBURGH DIAMOND MERCHANT VICTIM OF 
OUTLAWS. 

The following day a pair of robbers, be- 
lieved now by police to be the same that 
held up Mr. Miller, entered the room in 
Hotel Hollenden occupied by Philip Wohl, 
Pittsburgh diamond merchant, handcuffed, 
bound and gagged him, then drugged him 
into unconsciousness, and stole close to 
$12,000 jewels. The robbery occurred soon 
after noon. It was eight hours later be- 
fore Mr. Wohl recovered, and was found 
by guests and hotel employes who heard 
him pounding on the floor with his hand- 
cuffed arms. 

Mr. Wohl, who said his office is in the 
Empire building, Pittsburgh, had two 
women customers, who said they had come 
to purchase diamonds, having seen his ad- 
vertisement in local newspapers. Mr. 
Wohl told them he dealt only with the 
trade, not to consumers. At that moment 
a man brushed past the women, presented 
a card which appeared to bear the name of 
a local jeweler, and started to talk about 
the diamond business at once. The women 
left, and Mr. Wohl brought out some pieces. 
He had his back to the door. 

Just then the door opened, a small man 
entered and commanded the diamond mer- 
chant to throw up his hands. Mr. Wohl did 
so. The big man then hancuffed him. After 
binding and gagging their victim, the men 
held a bottle under his nose, and he lost 
consciousness. At police headquarters Mr. 
Wohl went through the Rogues’ Gallery, 
but failed to pick out the men who had 
robbed him. Among the gems stolen were 
several diamonds of .83 carat each, five one 
carat, six 2.42 carats, four 2.58 carats, six 
3.44 carats, three 3.95 carats, six 4.52 carats 
and ten of more than five carats each. A 
cluster scarf set, with eight small diamonds, 
and said by Mr. Wohl to belong to a John 
St., New York, dealer, for whom he sells 
diamonds, also was taken. The balance of 
the loot, owned by Mr. Wohl, was not in- 
sured, he said. 

WINDOW SMASHERS GET WATCHES AND 

NECKLACES 

Less spectacular and less profitable was 
the robbery of the store of Charles Nuro- 
soy, at Prospect Ave. near E. 12th St. Two 
thieves threw a brick through the window, 
scooped up watches and necklaces and ran. 
Their loot totaled $150. 

CLEVELAND JEWELER ROBBED TWICE IN SIX 
MONTHS. 

For the second time in less than six 
months the store of J. H. Heiman, the 
Arcade, was robbed when early one morn- 
ing recently robbers smashed a window and 
escaped with $5,000 in gems. A watchman 
saw three well dressed men throw a paving 
brick through the glass and clean up the 
window before he could reach them. Mr. 
Heiman stated the loss was covered by 
insurance. 
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Clearance of another out-of-town jewel 
theft is being accomplished here, police be- 
lieve, in the arrest of a man who is said to 
implicated in a robbery in 
Philadelphia. Details of the theft are not 
known here, but the prisoner is held await- 
ing the arrival of the Philadelphia authori- 
ties. 








The Swiss Watchcase Industry in 1919 


Wasuincton, D. C., July 22, 1920.— 
Trade Commissioner H. Lawrence Groves, 
Zurich, has submitted a report on the Swiss 
watchcase industry in 1919 to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. It is as follows: ~ 

In 1919 the Swiss watchcase manufac- 
turers experienced a very active and, in 
general, a very prosperous year, with fe- 
sults showing improvement over the war 
years immediately preceding. The follow- 
ing figures give the number of cases manu- 
factured from gold, silver, and platinum 
during 1919, with comparison for the two 
previous years, as recorded at the Federal 
Stamping Office:

“The above figures include only those 
cases manufactured according to the Swiss 
legal standard, namely, 14 carat, or 
.583 for the gold cases, .800 for the sil- 
ver cases, and .950 for platinum. They 
include a certain number of gold and silver 
cases not bearing the official Swiss stamp, 
which were destined for British control; 
these amounted in 1919 to 45,318 gold cases 
of legal standard and 565,728 silver cases. 
Cases containing less than the legal stand- 
ard of gold are not included above; these 
amounted in 1919 to 81,596 and in 1918 
to 108,385. 

“In this connection it is interesting to 
note that the large shipments of Swiss 
watches to the United States are coming 
more and more to be confined to the fin- 
ished watch movement alone, without the 
case. In 1919 the value of finished move- 
ments (without cases) and of watches 
complete with cases of gold, silver, and 


non-precious metals, and including chron- ‘ 


ographs and all watches of fancy design, 
amounted to $11,211,051. Of this total the 
value of the finished movements without 
cases was $8,280,726. This last figure rep- 
resents about 83 per cent of the total ex- 
ports of finished movements from Switzer- 
land during 1919, the balance going largely 
to England, Canada, and Japan. 








A number of people in Laporte, Ind, 
were swindled last week by a man who sold 
some 50 or more rings which they bought 
as being genuine diamonds. Each victim 
claims to have been held up on the Lincoln 
Highway between LaPorte and South 
Bend, Ind., by a country dressed individual 
who said he had found a precious stone in 
the road while driving his cows along the 
highway. He was willing to part with it 
for $10 or $20, as he had no use for “dia- 
monds.” The stones were found to be 
worthless when submitted to local jewelers 
for examination. :

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Notorious “Pennyweighter” Arrested in Chicago 





International Jewelry Thief Caught When He Attempts the Same Game a 
Second Time—Pinkertons and Police Identify Prisoner as an 
Old-Time Criminal.

Cuicaco, July 24.—Alexander Ghindor, 
63 years old and a Roumanian, is under 
arrest here as a result of an over-display 
of the nerve which has made him famous 
as an international jewelry thief. Ghindor 
attempted two jobs of “pennyweighting on 
Loftis Bros. & Co. within the same week 
and in the same downtown building. The 
first attempt was on Wednesday. It was 
made on Stewart & Co,, a subsidiary of Lof- 
tis Bros. & Co., located on the 12th floor of 
the Stewart building, State and Washington 
Sts, and was successful to the tune of $250. 
The second attempt was made on the fol- 
lowing day, in the sales room of the com- 
pany on the second floor of the building. 
Through clever work on the part of F. A. 
Worcester, sales manager, the attempt at 
“pennyweighting” was detected, and the 
aged crook was captured as he was seeking 
to flee from the building. 

The first attempt of Ghindor, made on 
Stewart & Co., caught the young woman 
clerk and J. P. Smith, the manager of the 
store, completely by surprise. The man 
entered somewhat timidly, and asked to 
‘nok at a diamond ring. He said he wished 

{see something worth ‘about $450. The 
young woman who was waiting on him saw 
that she was making little progress, as he 
did not seem pleased with the stones 
she showed him, and constantly kept point- 
ing to others in the tray, asking the prices. 
She accordingly turned him over to Mr. 
Smith. The manager of the store was not 
successful, however, in closing a deal. 

While the pretended customer was talk- 
ing he drew a roll of bills from his pocket 
and dropped about half on the floor, as if 
from awkwardness. He _ stooped over, 
picking them up, and then dropping half of 
them again when he attempted to stuff them 
into his pocket. He said that he would re- 
turn to the store Saturday night to continue 
his inspection of the stones. He took par- 
ticular pains to ask if the store was kept 
open on Saturday nights. On being assured 
that he would find somebody present to 
give him attention, he left the place. 

About an hour later Mr. Smith was look- 
ing over the tray to find a stone worth 
about $300, which was wanted by a regular 
customer of the place. He was perplexed 
to find a diamond worth about $200, which 
did not bear the customary tag of Stewart 
& Co. His suspicions were at once aroused, 
and on checking up it was discovered that 
a stone worth $450 had vanished. Of 
course, a hurried comparison of notes 
proved that the customer of earlier in the 
day had taken the more expensive stone, 
and had substituted the cheaper diamond, 
about half its weight. The “switch” was 
evidently made before Mr. Smith took 
charge of the customer. The dropping of 
the money was apparently for the purpose 
of distracting Mr. Smith’s attention until 
the crook was safely out of the store. 

The general offices of Loftis Bros. & Co. 





were notified, as were the police and the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency. Mr. Wor- 
cester, at the main sales room of the com- 
pany on the second floor, has been a reader 
of Tue Jeweters’ Circurar for many 
years, and has taken special interest in the 
attention which the publication has paid to 
the doings of “pennyweighters” who prey 
on the jewelry trade. He warned all his 
clerks to be on the lookout. On the very 
next day one of the junior clerks went to 
wait on an elderly gentleman. He asked to 
be shown a stone weighing about three- 
fourths of a carat. In reply to a casual 
question on the part of the clerk, he said 
that he wanted the stone as a graduation 
present for his niece. The clerk’s suspicion 
was at once aroused, for he knew that 
nieces graduate in June, usually, instead of 
in Mid-Summer. 

The clerk continued to show him dia- 
monds, however, watching him closely. 
About this time Mr. Worcester returned 
from luncheon, and the clerk turned the 
customer over to him, without, however, 
getting a chance to tell him of his suspicion. 
Mr. Worcester pricked up his ears without 
a cue when the customer declared, in a 
petulant voice, that he wanted a stone 
weighing about “75 points.” That, he re- 
flected, is the language of the jewelry trade, 
and not the talk of the customer who buys 
infrequently at the counter. 

The fake customer berated the stupidity 
of clerks in general, and kept pointing to 
larger stones in the tray, asking the prices. 
Told that they cost from $1,500 up to 
$2,000, he pulled a roll of bills from his 
pocket, and said in a boasting tone, “I 
guess I can take care of anything up to 
$2,000.” 

Mr. Worcester, now certain that the man 
was the unprofitable visitor of the previous 
day, at the store of Stewart & Co. man- 
aged to send a message upstairs to Mr. 
Smith, asking him to hurry down to make 
the identification positive. Mr. Worcester 
said later that the store was full of people, 
and even with the identification certain in 
his own mind, he was fearful of making a 
mistake. Mr. Smith was slow in getting 
down, and although Mr. Worcester tried in 
every way to keep the man interested, by 
showing him rings, he became suspicious 
that he was being more closely watched 
than usual. He eased his way toward the 
door, declaring that he would return on 
Saturday and close the deal. He was about 
to step into a downward bound elevator, 
when Mr. Smith, coming down from the 
twelfth floor, stepped out. Mr. Smith 
cinched the identification by at once seizing 
the crook. 

Ghindor was taken into a private office 
as quietly as possible and given all three 
degrees. He surrendered the $450 diamond 
which he had stolen. on the previous day 
from Stewart & Co., and offered all the 
money he had, amounting to $405, to be al- 
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lowed his freedom. . His offer was spurned, 
and he was turned over to detectives from 
the Central Detective Bureau, who arrived 
in response to a call. 

The Pinkertons took one look at him and 
declared him to be “Stooping Alex 
Ghindor,” of New York, who has served 
time in Sing Sing and who has been re- 
leased only recently from a penitentiary in 
Toledo, O. He has always specialized in 
the stealing of jewelry, mostly through the 
“pennyweighting” game. Stooping to pick 
up bills of iarge denominations, dropped on 
the floor, is said to have been his favorite 
device for a number of years in attracting 
the attention of jewelers while he 
“switched” stones on them. Asked at the 
detective bureau how he thought he could 
get away with a “pennyweighting” job 
against the same company, in the same 
building, on two successive days, he de- 
clared that lightning, according to general 
belief, seldom strikes twice in the same 
place, and that according to the way he 
figured, his safety lay in the fact that no- 
body would suspect that such extreme 
crust existed. 

The case is to come up for a hearing 
early this week. 








INVITED TO LEAVE TOWN 





Business Methods of Diamond Importer 
Whose Name Is Withheld by the Police 
Questioned by Detroit Better 
Business Bureau 


Detroit, Mich., July 24—A diamond im- 
porter from Chicago, whose name is with- 
held by the authorities, who said that they 
did not wish to injure the man’s chances of 
starting anew in another location, has been 
requested to discontinue business and leave 
Detroit immediately, according to the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau of the Detroit Board 
of Commerce, which requested the police 
department to make the investigation into 
the man’s operations. 

After being questioned by Assistant 
Prosecutor Herman H. Greenberg, the man 
who had represented in an announcement 
in a local newspaper that he was a diamond 
importer, admitted he had not qualified for 
a city or State bond, or paid the usual 
municipal license fee. 

Detective Arthur J. Mitchell and George 
Hertel were assigned to the case, and took 
the broker to the prosecutor’s office, where 
he was closely questioned by Mr. Green- 
berg. 

When the facts were communicated to 
the proprietor of the hotel where the broker 
was stopping, the latter was ordered to 
vacate his room at once. One of the local 
newspapers asked the Better Business Bu- 
reau of the Detroit Bureau of Commerce 
to investigate the case for them.

Report of the Directors of the Burma Mines, 
Ltd., to Be Submitted at Annual 
Meeting of Stockholders 

Lonvon, Eng., July 16—According to the 
report to be submitted by the directors of 
Burma Ruby Mines, Ltd., at the 32nd or- 
dinary general meeting to be held at the 
Cannon St. Hotel at 12 o’clock noon, Mon- 
day, july 19, there has been an increase in 
the demand for rubies as compared with 
last year and prices are high. The report 
is stronger from a financial point of view 
than the one submitted last year, showing 
as it does sales of rubies amounting to 
£91,601 1s. 2d. campared with £50,842 17s. 


1d. last year. The stock of stones in 
London was reduced from £11,910 to 
£7,590. 


The directors of the company include Sir 
‘Carl Meyer, Bart., chairman; Sir Hugh S. 
Barnes, K.C.S.I., K.C.S.V.O., and Sir 
Lionel Jacob, K.C.S.I. The report, which 
js signed by Mr. Meyer and by the secre- 
‘tary, M. Battye, is dated July 9 and reads 
:as follows : 


The directors herewith submit the audited ac- 
counts of the company for the year ending Feb. 
29, 1920. 

The income and expenditure account shows a 

“profit for the twelve months of £30,572 3s. 9d., 
‘from which the percentage payable to the govern- 
‘ment of India, amounting to £11,421 13s. 2d., 
‘has to be deducted. This leaves a net profit 
-of £19,150 10s. 7d., and after deducting the 
deficiency, amounting to £7,316 6s. 9d., brought 
forward ‘from last account, there remains a sum 
of £11,834 3s. 10d. to be dealt with. An interim 
dividend of 6d. a share free of income.tax was 
“paid on the ordinary shares of the company on 
the 31st of October last, which absorbed £7,475, 
leaving a balance of £4,359 3s. 10d., which it 
is proposed to carry forward. 
‘Seven hundred and fifty-four thousand three 
hundred and twenty-four loads of ruby earth 
were washed, at a cost of 1s. 2.2d. per load, as 
against 903,760 at 10.4d. last year, and the value 
of stones mined amounted to £76,153 compared 
~ with £44,168. This is a much more satisfactory 
result than that of last year, but it is largely 
due to the finding of the “Peace Ruby” in July. 
The last six months of the year gave poor, returns 
as compared with the opening six months, and 
the present high working costs have considerably 
reduced the profit. 

Sales of rubies amounted to £91,601 1s. 2d. 
compared with £50,842 17s. 1d. last year. The 
local market in ‘Burma and India was good all 
through the year, and in London the stock of 
> Stones was reduced from £11,910 to £7,590. 
‘Royalty collections from native miners amounted 
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to Rs:4,07,400, compared with Rs:2,53,180 in the 
previous year, and were duly handed over to the 
Government under the temporary arrangement by 
which, in lieu of the fixed payment for rent, the 
Government have been receiving during recent 
years the actual royalties collected, less cost of 
collection. 

A report by the chief engineer on the working 
of the mines is enclosed herewith.

S. & B. Lederer Co. Providence, Retiring 
from Jewelry Business to Devote En- 
tire Attention to Real Estate 


ProvipENCE, R. I., July 24—Announce- 
ment was made Thursday by members of 
the S. & B. Lederer Co., manufacturing 
jewelers, 100 Stewart St., that they are about 
to retire from the jewelry industry and de- 
vote their full time to their realty busi- 
ness, which has become very extensive, 
its valuation according to the assessment by 
the Tax Board a year ago being $1,287,460. 
In its announcement of proposed retire- 
ment the Lederers also announce their in- 
tention to sell any or all of their several 
manufacturing jewelry plants as a going 
business. These include the S. & B. 
Lederer Co., the Providence Stock Co., the 
Rhode Island Chain Co, and the Acme Mfg. 
Co. 

The business was established in March, 
1874, by Sigmund L. Lederer and the late 
Edward F. Seery under the firm name of 
Seery & Lederer and continued under that 
name until the Fall of 1877, with factory 
room in the Aaron Cory building, corner 
Summer and Meader Sts. Mr. Seery’s in- 
terest was purchased in the Fall of 1877 by 
the late Benedict B. Lederer and the firm’s 
name changed to S. & B. Lederer. 

In 1882 the firm acquired the land at the 
corner of Stewart and Conduit Sts., and 
shortly afterwards began the erection of a 
five story brick factory building to which 
they removed their rapidly growing busi- 
ness as soon as the building was ready. In 
1899, owing to the expansion of their busi- 
ness they added two stories to the building 
and an annex on Stewart St. was erected, 
making a seven story block, which at the 
present time is occupied by their several 
plants. In 1899 the business was incor- 
porated under the laws of Rhode Island 
under the corporate name of the S. & B. 
Lederer Co. 

From time to time the Lederers invested 
in downtown real estate and acquired a 
number of centrally located pieces of prop- 
erty, always, however, keeping their real 
estate transactions entirely independent and 
separate from their manufacturing jewelry 
business, in 1899 incorporating that part of 
their activities under the laws of Rhode 
Island as the Lederer Realty Co. 

The Lederers did not confine their inter- 
ests entirely to their, realty developments 
but directed an extensive programme of 
development of their manufacturing inter- 
ests. From time to time they added by 
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purchase parts of other jewelry plants to 
their own. In May, 1899, they bought out 
the manufacturing jewelry business of 
William K. Atwood, then located in the old 
roller skating rink building, corner of 
Aborn and Mason Sts., specializing in high 
grade gold filled chains, and changed the 
name to the Providence Stock Co. After 
the completion of the present Lederer 
building on Stewart St., in 1891, this plant 
was removed to its present location, where 
it now occupies the entire seventh floor. 
The business was incorporated in 1899. 

Among other. plants that were acquired 
by the Lederers in part or wholly were 
F. S. Draper Co., under which they still 
manufacture the well known Draper 
chains; Fred I. Marcy “Acme” lever but- 
ton plant; the Charles Downs plant for 
manufacturing umbrella and cane _ heads, 
handles and lockets, etc., and the Frank 
Pattee collar button plant. 

In 1912 the Rhode Island Chain Co. was 
started, making a specialty of chains made 
on automatic machinery, using that product 
in the business of S. & B. Lederer Co. and 
the Providence Stock Co. They also estab- 
lished the Acme Mfg. Co. The Lederers 
have done business with the wholesale 
jewelers of the United States, Canada and 
foreign countries. 








EXECUTION DATE SET 





Camille Martin to Pay Death Penalty Dur- 
ing Week of September 12 for Murder 
of Orange, N. J., Jeweler in 1918 


Newark, N. J., July 26—Judge Martin 
in the Court of Oyer and Terminar has 
signed an order fixing-a new date for the 
execution of Camille Martin, under sen- 
tence of death for the murder of James J. 
Haag at his jewelry store in Orange on 
the evening of Feb. 8, 1918. 

A date has been set for the execution of 
Martin several times, but each time legal 
objection has brought postponement. The 
execution is now set for the week of Sept. 
12. Judge Martin’s action was in answer to 
the application of Prosecutor Harrison. 
The last date set for Martin’s execution 
was the week of May 16. Frank McDer- 
mit, his counsel, however, obtained from 
Governor Edwards an indeterminate re- 
prieve. 

Prosecutor Harrison, after corresponding 
with the Governor’s office, recently applied 
for a new date for execution. He held that 
an indeterminate reprieve could not last 
more than 90 days. The new date set by 
the court allows just about 90 days from 
the date the indeterminate reprieve was 
secured,

MUST F ACE MURDER CHARGE 





Man Arrested in New York in Connection 
with Baltimore Jewelry Robbery Will 
Be Tried for Shooting Maryland 

Bank Director 


partimore, Md., July 24—John W. 
Mitchell, 37 years old, arrested in New 
York June 30 on an indictment charging 
him with the theft of diamonds valued at 
$20,000 from the store of the James R. 
Armiger Co., 310 N. Charles St., March 9, 
was brought to this city for trial Thursday 
by Detective Lieutenants P. B. Bradley and 
"F, Dougherty. For three weeks Mitchell, 
through his counsel, fought against his Te- 
tu to Maryland. Mitchell was identified 
in New York as the alleged leader of the 
gang of automobile bandits who attacked 
the Armiger store and shot Charles E. 
Williar. 

Although Mitchell was defended by a 
leading criminal lawyer in New York he 
was ordered remanded to the custody of 
the Maryland detectives in General Sessions 
Court and as soon as they got possession 
of their prisoner they left for Baltimore. 
Mitchell was handcuffed to Detective Brad- 
ley and the cuffs were not unlocked until 
Mitchell was locked in a cell. Mitchell’s 
alleged pals in the Armiger case were con- 
victed and are now serving 15-year sen- 
tences in prison. 

It is doubtful if Mitchell will be tried on 
the Armiger case because of a more serious 
charge against him in this State. He was 
identified Friday as one of the men who 
held up the First National Bank, Sandy 
Springs, Md., April 26, when Francis M. 
Hallowell, a director, was shot to death and 
the bank looted of cash and bonds valued 
at $100,000. Mitchell was identified from 
a line-up of eight men as one of the bank 
robbers, the identification being made by 
Asa M. Stabler and A. C. Thomas, officials 
of the bank. 

Mitchell’s arrest in New York was due 
to the work of Baltimore detectives in co- 
operation with Detective Captain Souder, 
Philadelphia, and the Pinkerton National 
Detective Agency, the New York end being 
handled by David C. Thornhill, superin- 
tendent of the New York office and the 
Baltimore end by Arthur C. Moore. 
Mitchell, according to the Pinkerton agency, 
isone of the country’s most notorious 
crooks. His range of operations the de- 
tectives say has extended from Coast to 
Coast. He was caught in a Texas bank 
robbery 10 years ago and served a sentence 
in prison, it is claimed. 

He was suspected of a number of high- 
class jobs in the middle west and Detroit 
before he transferred his operations to 
eastern cities. When Mitchell was taken to 

the office of Marshal of Police Carter for 
examination he was told for the first time 
that he was to be tried for murder. 

“Mitchell, you are now in Maryland,” 
said Detective Dougherty, “and you are 
going to trial on the Sandy Spring bank 
case. You and your two ‘pals’ will be tried 
for murder and we tell you now that you 
face hanging.” Mitchell merely smiled. 
When Dougherty reminded the gunman 
that it was nothing to smile about, Mitchell 
replied: “Well, I may as well smile as 
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cry.” This remark were the only words 
to escape his lips. Mitchell is now in the 
City Jail, where he will be held pending his 
removal to Rockville for trial. Mitchell is 
wanted in other cities and detainers already 
have been placed against him from other 
cities. 





John W. Mitchell, said to be a notorious 
gunman and who was arrested recently in 
New York charged with being implicated 
in the robbery of the jewelry store of the 
James R. Armiger Co., Baltimore, Md., 
was taken back to Baltimore last Wednes- 
day. Mitchell was successful early last 
week in obtaining a writ of habeas corpus, 
but on Tuesday, July 20, the writ was re- 
turnable and the following day the prisoner 
was returned to Baltimore. 








ALLEGED SMUGGLER CAUGHT 


Sailor on the “Stockholm” Charged with 
Trying to Get by Customs Officials with 
Diamonds Valued at $30,000 


What is reported to be the biggest seiz- 
ure of diamonds ever made from any al- 
leged smuggler coming into this country 
was accomplished last Friday when Cus- 
toms House officials arrested a sailor on 
the steamship Stockholm, charging him 
with unlawfully bringing in diamonds sup- 





posed to be worth about $30,000. A search > 


of the prisoner is alleged to have revealed 
a money belt containing a large assortment 
of cut and uncut stones. The prisoner is 
still being held by the customs officials. 

On Thursday when the Stockholm, which 
is a Swedish-American liner, docked, rumors 
were adrift that a sailor employed on the 
boat, but whose identity the officials could 
not learn, had some valuable gems on his 
person. The usual survey of the crew and 
their quarters was made and all passengers 
were given a close scrunity, but the dia- 
monds were not found. 

However, the customs guards kept on 
the alert. The crew had not been granted 
shore leave and none had descended the 
gangplank. For no other reason than to 
be on the safe side, the customs men say, 
they saw to it that none did leave the ship 
all Thursday night and Friday morning. 
There was work enough to be done aboard 
to keep from the men any suspicion that 
they were being watched and, if necessary, 
detained. Finally such vigilance bore its 
reward. 


About 3 o’clock Friday afternoon, it is* 


alleged, one of the sailors came down the 
gangplank. He announced to all who hap- 
pened to be looking, that he had a mission 
that worried him. He looked up and down 
the pier and then stepping behind a pile of 
boxes made a general survey of the place, 
watching particularly a customs official 
across the pier deck. 

The sailor, it is charged, was discovered 
by the watching customs official, who com- 
manded the man to undress. Around his 
body, so it is alleged, was found a money 
belt containing the diamonds. 

The man was immediately taken to the 
Customs House where he made neither 
protest nor explanation. He also refused to 
say more than that the diamonds were 
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given him by a man he didn’t know to give 
to a man in New York whom he did not 
know. 








PASSES BOGUS CHECK 





Young Man Gets Diamond Ring and Balance 
in Money from New York Jeweler, but 
“Certified” Check Proves to Be 
Worthless 

Last Saturday afternoon, a young woman 
visited the establishment of Samuel Jacobs, 
563 W. 181st St., New York, to have a 
watch crystal fitted. While there she looked 
at some diamond rings and found one 
which fitted her finger and which pleased 
her. She did not make a purchase but said 
she would speak to her husband about buy- 
ing the ring. 

That same evening a young man called 
at Mr. Jacobs’s store and after looking at 
several rings, picked the one that the young 
woman had selected and inquired the price, 
which was $155. He said that he had only 
$2 in money with him and asked the 
jeweler if he would put the ring away for 
a few days if a deposit was made upon it. 
This the jeweler agreed to do, and the man 
left the store, but returned later, after 
banking hours, and presented a check for 
$170 drawn on the Franklin Trust Co., 
Madison Ave. and 40th St., which bore 
what purported to be a bank certification 
stamp. 

The jeweler decided to take the check, 
which looked all right and which, accord- 
ing to the young man, had been received 
for commissions. He explained that he 
was a salesman. The check was drawn 
to the order of “Fred Stone.” 

After the transaction had been completed 
and the jeweler had told the young man a 
war tax of 5 per cent must be paid upon 
the ring, the jeweler gave him cash for the 
balance of the check. 

The jeweler became somewhat suspicious 
and attempted the find the name of the con- 
cern which signed the check in the tele- 
phone book. This he was unable to do, so 
he took the check to the Franklin Trust 
Co., where he was informed that the con- 
cern had no account and that the check was 
no good. 

He described the man who presented the 
check as being about 27 years of age, well 
dressed and of medium build. Jewelers are 
warned to beware of this man.

DEATH OF B. F. CHESTER 





Former Providence Jewelry Manufacturer 
Passes Away in His Seventy-eighth Year 


Provivence, R. I., July 24—Benjamin F. 
Chester, formerly a manufacturing jeweler 
and secretary of the Providence Stock Co. 
for 23 years before his retirement from 
active business life about eight years ago, 
died last Monday morning at the Home for 
Aged Men, on Broad St. this city. His 
death followed an acute attack of heart 
trouble the preceding Friday evening. He 
was in his 78th year and had lived at the 
home for the past four years, and had 
been a resident of Providence for more 
than 50 years. 

Benjamin Fish Chester was born Sept. 5, 
1843, in Mystic, Conn., and after a common 
school education he taught country school 
for a few years during his younger 
days before coming to Providence to 
accept a position with the old Merchants’ 
Union Express Co., which later was taken 
over by the Adams Express Co. At the 
time these two express companies combined, 
Mr. Chester retired from the express busi- 
ness and became interested in the manufac- 
ture of jewelry. During his express ex- 
perience he had become acquainted with 
the late Lewis Patstone, who died about 
four years ago in the Philippine Islands, 
who had a small shop in the Howard 
building, corner of Westminster and Dor- 
rance Sts., and he was employed by him for 
several years. 

About 1884 he started in business for 
himself at 13 Hanover St., where he con- 
tinued alone until January, 1886, as B. F. 
Chester. The firm then became Chester & 
Manchester and began the manufacture of 
solid silver and gold jewelry of individual 
Patterns and designs. In 1889 the business 
was discontinued, and he accepted a posi- 
tion as bookkeeper with the Providence 
Stock Co., 100 Stewart St, and shortly 
afterwards was elected secretary of the 
corporation, a position he retained for 23 
years until October, 1911, when he was 
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forced to retire from active business be- 
cause of failing eyesight. 

In 1875 he married Helen M. States, of 
Stonington, Conn., who survives him. He 
also leaves a son, James S. Chester and 
one brother, both of Providence.. The 
funeral was held from the Home for Aged 
Men on Wednesday and burial was at 
Stonington, Conn. 








MEETS TRAGIC DEATH 


William H. Murken Thrown from His Horse 
and Dies as a Result of Internal 
Injuries 





Members of the trade learned with regret 
last week of the sudden and tragic death on 
Sunday, July 18, of William Henry Murken, 
president of Bagg & Co., dealers in dia- 
monds, pearls and other precious stones, 527 
-Fifth Ave., New York. His death resulted 
from injuries sustained in being thrown 
from a horse. Funeral services were held 
on Tuesday evening, July 20, at his ‘late 
residence, 398 Richmond Road, Richmond, 
S. I, New York, with Rev. Dr. F. Sutter 
officiating. The body was interred the fol- 
lowing morning in the Moravian Ceme- 
tery, New Dorp, S. I. 

Mr. Murkin was an expert horseman and 
was exceedingly found of riding. Recently 
he purchased a new horse and on Sunday 
was riding along one of the main roads of 
Staten Island when the animal became 
frightened at a passing automobile. The 
horse threw Mr. Murken, and as he did so 
the stirrup became entangled in the rein. 
Before the animal could be stopped he had 
dragged his driver about 500 feet. Mr. 
Murken was immediately taken to the 
Staten Island Hospital where he died four 
hours later from internal injuries. 

William Henry Murken was born Sept. 
16, 1880, at Stapleton, S. I. At the age of 
11 years he was sent to Germany, where he 
was educated and four years later returned 
to this country and started with his uncle 
in the silk business at Lodi, N. J. He later 
entered the wholesale dry goods business in 
New York with the firm of F. L. Domerick 
& Co., but in 1905 severed his connection 
with that firm and entered the pearl busi- 
ness in the employ of Eisemann Bros., New 
York. He remained with this house about 
six years, during which time he gained an 
expert knowledge of pearls. In 1911 he 
went with Bagg & Co. as a pearl expert 
and remained with this concern until his 
death. 

In 1904 Milton P. Bagg, head of the firm, 
passed away, after which the business was 
taken over by three employes, including 
Mr. Murken, who was made secretary. 
Upon the resignation of one of the mem- 
bers of the firm in 1919 Mr. Murken was 
made president and occupied that position 
until the time of his death. 

Deceased is survived by a widow, one 
son and three daughters, as well as a 
mother, one brother and one sister.

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INFRINGEMENT ALLEGED 





Three Actions Started Against New York 
Concern Charging Unlawful Use of Pat- 
ented Designs for Hollow Ware 


Three actions in equity have been insti- 
tuted recently in the United States District 
Court, New York, by the Continental Shef- 
field Silver Co., 187 Broadway, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., against Charles Baum, doing business 
as the Royal Silver Co., Manhattan.’ All of 
the actions charge the defendant with in- 
fringing upon certain designs belonging to 
the plaintiff and seek to recover damages. 
The three actions make practically the same 
allegations and involve United States De- 
sign Letters Patent Nos. 55,160; 55,161 and 
55,163. 

It is claimed that Victor Gaertner, a 
member of the firm, is the original and sole 
inventor of certain new and ornamental de- 
signs for use on articles of hollow table 
ware, and on Feb. 27, 1920, filed applica- 
tions with the United States Patent Com- 
missioner asking for Letters Patent cover- 
ing these designs. Before these applica- 
tions were acted upon favorably, Mr. 
Gaertner assigned his rights to the Conti- 
nental Sheffield Silver Co., according to the 
bill of complaint. 


On May 18, 1920, Design Letters Patents 
Nos. 55,160; 55,161 and 55,163 were duly 
issued to the plaintiffs giving them exclus- 
ive right to the use of these designs for 
aterm of 14 years. The complainants 
maintain that bowls bearing these designs’ 
have been manufactured by them since the 
issuance of the design letters patent and 
that they advertised these articles widely at 
a great expense. 

Continuing the bills of complaint allege 
that Charles Baum, the defendant, had 
knowledge of the existing patent rights cov- 
ering the aforesaid designs and of the 
plaintiff ownership to same. It is also 
maintained that without the consent and 
against the will of the plaintiffs the de- 
fendant has infringed on their rights by 
manufacturing bowls containing the designs 
involved. As a _ result the complainants 
claim the defendant is obtaining large 
profits and certain advantages from these 
alleged infringements and has caused dam- , 
ages to the plaintiffs. 

In conclusion the complainants in all 
their actions pray for preliminary injunc- 
tions pending these suits, restraining the 
defendant or any of his agents from mak- 
ing, using or selling any articles of table 
ware containing the designs involved; for 
costs and an accounting of profits, and dam- 
ages, and that damages assessed be tripled; 
for an assessment against the defendant of 
$250 for each act of alleged infringement 
committed, and for such other relief as the 
court may see fit.

DEATH OF JOHN M. FISHER 





Prominent Attleboro Jewelry Manufacturer 
Succumbs After a Brief Illness 


Artiesoro, Mass., July 26.—With the 
death on Saturday of J. M. Fisher, | a 
prominent manufacturing jeweler, the City 
of Attleboro loses one of her most worthy 
citizens, and the manufacturing jewelers 
one of their oldest and most highly es- 
teemed associates. From modest begin- 
nings, through his own efforts and am- 
ition, he made for himself an enviable 
osition and reputation in the community. 

John Melatiah Fisher was born October 
23, 1850, the youngest of eight children of 
Cordelia Dorothy (White) and Samuel 
Emulus Fisher. The homestead was lo- 
cated in that part of the city known as 
Fisherville, and the line dividing Attleboro 
from North Attleboro passed through the 
house where he was born. Two sisters and 
two brothers died in childhood. His 
brother, Tisdall, served 11 months during 
the Civil War in the 47th Massachusetts 
Regiment. Mr. Fisher attended the dis- 
trict school. 

At the age of 12 he began work, assist- 
ing his brother, who worked for John M. 
Bates, making sabers which were used in 
the army, but shortly after left to work 
for Hayward & Briggs, jewelers, where he 
received the wage of five cents per hour. 

On June 10, 1877, he was married to 
Hannah S. Horton, of Rehoboth, Mass. In 
the early 70’s he had a dry goods store in 
the Union Hall building, corner of Bank 
and Park Sts., which is now known as the 
Smith & Dexter building. Henry Stetson 
was associated with Mr. Fisher, but the 
business not bringing in sufficient income 
for two, they decided for one to buy or 
sell When the bids were opened Mr. 
Fisher’s bid was one dollar, but Mr. 
Stetson’s was a blank, so Mr. Fisher be- 
came the sole partner of the business which 
soon began to thrive. A 5 and 10 cent 
store was opened in the basement, the first 
of its kind in the town, and added consid- 
erable to the success of the business, which 
was continued for two or three years after 
Mr. Fisher was engaged in the jewelry 
business, Mrs. Fisher having charge of the 
store and attending to all the details of 
purchasing. 

The first public library was located in 
this store, and its 200 or 300 books was 
the nucleus of the present fine library. The 
store was sold to Harry Deacon. 

In 1879 John M. Fisher and Charles R. 
Harris entered into a partnership, known 
as Harris & Fisher, manufacturing 
jewelers, occupying the top floor of the 
building then known as the old Bailey car- 
tiage shop, which is the first brick factory 
on Railroad St. Josiah Ryder, known as 
Captain Ryder, was associated with them 
for a very short time. The business pros- 
pered from the first and soon they were 
also occupying a part of the middle floor. 
The first brick building on Union St. was 
erected in 1880 and when completed they 
moved their plant to the top floor of that 
building, 

_ Charles R. Harris withdrew his interest 
in 1885 and the same year Stephen A. 
Briggs entered into equal partnership, with 
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the firm name of J. M. Fisher & Co. Mr. 
Briggs withdrew his interest in 1897, and 
Frederick W. Lincoln, Ernest J. Qvarn- 
strom and John W. Simmonds obtained an 
interest, the firm name remaining the 
same. Mr. Qvarnstrom withdrew in 1899. 
The business was incorporated as J. M. 
Fisher Co., April 1, 1909, and in April, 
1910, the plant was moved to its present 
location in the Leach & Garner building. 
In 1914 Frederick W. Lincoln and John 
W. Simmonds retired, and later Lewis S. 
Chilson and Samuel M. Holman, Jr., pur- 
chased an interest. Mr, Holman is vice- 
president, Mr. Chilson, treasurer, and

Lizzie W. Perry, secretary of the corpora- 
tion. The business will be continued by 
them. 

Mr. Fisher did not mention what first 
influenced him to engage in temperance 
work, but as a young man he was earnestly 
interested, joining the Good Templars and 
cther temperance organizations, but he was 
not active in the Prohibition party until 34 
years of age, during the campaign of 1884 
when John P. St. John was the Prohibition 
candidate for President, and at the election 
he received 58 votes in the Attleboros. 
From that time Mr. Fisher’s interest grew 
in intensity and enthusiasm backed by 
honest effort. National constitutional pro- 
hibition was the goal. He worked with the 
courage born of expectation to win, but 
only those who knew how dear the cause 
was to him could imagine the satisfaction 


with which he watched from the Senate 


lobby of the National capitol when the 
vote was carried to submit the proposed 
18th amendment to the States’ legislatures 
for ratification, and the victory seemed 
complete when it was adopted by a suffi- 
cient number of States. 

In 1900 Mr. Fisher was nominated for 
governor of Massachusetts on the third 
party ticket and won more votes in the 
town than the Democratic nominee. Mr. 
Fisher received 258 votes, a plurality of 84 
over the Democratic nominee. 

When about 16 years of age Mr. Fisher 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church of 
this city, and had since been a constant 
attendant. Rev. H. D. Robinson was one 
of his first pastors. In 1866 when the first 
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Methodist church was built in this town 
Mr. Fisher pledged $100 for the building 
fund, and since then he has contributed 
many thousands of dollars to its support, 
endowing it with $10,000 and giving this 
same amount to the Centenary fund, also 
giving the Attleboro Sanitarium, valued at 
more than $200,000, to the Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, as well as annual gifts of hundreds 
to various missionary and_ charitable 
organizations connected with the church 
and city, but he always claimed that that 
gift of $100 to the building committee of 
the Methodist Church was the biggest sub- 
scription he ever made, as it was. not 
pledged from funds in his possession, but 
must be saved from his small weekly 
wage. 

He contributed liberally to all prohibition 
campaigns. Two of Mr. Fisher’s latest 
gifts of $1,000 each were to the Conference 
Claimant Fund and to the Board of Tem- 
perance, Prohibition and Public Works 
with headquarters in Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Fisher was one of the directors of 
the Manufacturing Jewelers’ Board of 
Trade for the years 1891-92 and 93, presi- 
dent of the J. M. Fisher Co., president of 
Attleboro Sanitarium, a member of Attle- 
boro Chamber of Commerce, a director of 
the Attleboro Trust Co. and a charter 
member of A. O. U. W. He was a mem- 
ber of the Y. M. C. A. as long ago as when 
it met in a room in the back of Harding’s 
drug store, and never ceased to be inter- 
ested in its work and to give to its support, 
although he dropped his active membership 
a few years ago. He was an honorary 
member of the W. C. T. U. 

Deceased is survived by a widow and two 
children, Mrs. Samuel. M. Holman, Jr., and 
Mrs. Lewis S. Chilson, both of Attleboro, 
and one sister, Ellen M. Briggs, of Norton, 
Mass.

Schedules in bankruptcy were filed in the 
United States District Court, New York, 
last Monday by Louis Kroll, a retail jewel- 
er, 271 W. 42nd St., Manhattan. These 
schedules show the jeweler to have assets 
amounting to $4,833.37, consisting of stock 
in trade $2,150.62; household goods $200; 
machinery tools, etc., $1,982.75 and debts 
due on open accounts, $500. The liabilities 
are placed at $6,272.84 and constitute, taxes 
due the United States, $100, wages $100; 
secured claims $275 and unsecured claims, 
$5,797.84. 

Among the largest unsecured creditors 
are: H. Baum, $262; Capitol Jewelry Cor- 
poration, $304; Sam Cohen, $156; Harry 
Cohan, $743; Bernstein & Sons, $106; Em- 
pire Mfg. Co., $759; J. Epstein, $156; R. 
Ingersoll, $102; J. Macher, $439; Rolnick 
Jewelry Co., $190; Solow & Epstein, $165; 
B. Silberstein, $364; J. R. Wood & Sons, 
$426; Emile S. Hirsch, $180; J. J. 
Schnicker, $225; Provident Jewelry Co., 
$134 and B. & B. Jewelry Case Co., $270. 

An involuntary petition was filed against 
Mr. Kroll, on June 21. Several days prior 
to the instituting of the bankruptcy pro-

TRADE IN THE MIDDLE WEST 





Outlook for Fall and Holiday Business Con- 
sidered Satisfactory in Cleveland District 


Curvetann, O., July 26.—Satisfactory 
outlook for Fall and the following Christ- 
mas season is seen by both wholesalers and 
retailers in the northern Ohio jewelry 
trade, based upon an unusual volume of 
pusiness being done at the height of the 
Summer season. This is the first time that 
many interests have thought to look so far 
ghead, but the prediction is made for a 
repetition of last season’s demand never- 
theless. 

Wholesalers in the Cleveland market 
point to the fact that trade to the present 
his Summer is up to last year at this time, 
and because of the general lines of mer- 
chandise being called for, there is an in- 
crease in some directions. Another factor 
that is assisting in making for better busi- 
ness is the lessened shortage that was so 
marked in some lines up to a month or six 
weeks ago. On the other hand there is the 
inquiry from both out of town and local 
retailers that wholesalers as a whole can- 
not meet yet, such as in silverware, and 
particularly knives and hollow handle 
forks. Chances for realization of lower 
prices are discounted by leading distribu- 
tors who have personally investigated this 
phase. 

Added cost to doing business because of 
bad shipping conditions is faced by whole- 
sale houses in the Cleveland district. Ex- 
press companies now will accept sealed ex- 
press packages, but it is another thing to 
get merchandise actually started toward 
customers in the retail field. This condi- 
tion is affecting clock shipments to out-of- 
town retailers especially. It is quite com- 
mon for shipments to leave jobbers’ ware- 
houses at 4 o’clock in the morning, and 
have them accepted by the express com- 
pany by noon. 

That the amount of merchandise avail- 
able still regulates the amount of business 
to be done by retail interests is illustrated 
by the showing made during the last 
month. It is said that demand as a whole 
has tripled over the same period a year ago. 
Watches have made the best showing, with 
diamonds a close second. All higher priced 
merchandise is preferred to lower priced 
goods, as in the past. This entire condition 
may be said to be typical of the trend in 
retail circles here.

The Evolution of the Shell Frame 





THE tortoise shell eye glass and spectacle 

frame was at first a fad. Those af- 
fecting it originally were regarded as the 
extreme of faddists and were subjected to 
nearly as much ridicule as the wearer of a 
monocle and a drooping moustache. 

A few years ago people who had suffered 
from the cutting of temples, noses and ears 
by steel and gold frames and ear pieces 
began one by one timidly adopting the shell 
frame because of the greater comfort and 
lighter weight as compared with metal fit- 
tings. Soon the demand became so great 
that the supply of tortoise shell became 
inadequate. Now nearly all “shell” rims 
and ear pieces, that is, the imitation tortoise 
shell, are made of pyroxylin plastic—a 
product of cotton. 

Few have any idea how this material is 
manufactured. A high-grade tissue paper 
is made from cotton rags. This tissue paper 
is given acid baths which make it soluble in 
camphor and alcohol. It is then mixed 
with camphor and alcohol, coloring matter 
is added; it is run between hot rolls and is 
then made into sheeting of varying thick- 
nesses, 

To make the imitation tortoise shell, 
strips and chips of dark brown and amber 
colored sheeting are compounded together 
by running them through the rolls again 
while still in plastic condition—“mottling 
on the rolls,” this is called. The sheets, 
after undergoing this process, very closely 
resemble sheets of real tortoise shell. 

Manufacturers of optical accessories buy 
these large sheets and by means of dies cut 
out the frames, which are finished on 
polishing wheels. 

The ear pieces and sometimes the frames 
themselves are made from rods of the imi- 
tation shell. Rods are made by moulding 


‘the material after it is mottled on the rolls 


into cylindrical forms and cutting the rod 
or “beading” on a lathe. 

The rods are shaped by manufacturing 
opticians by first heating them slightly and 
then bending them as desired.

He says that although 
he has frequently requested European ex- 
porters to forward goods by first class 
mail they continue to send in the old way 
through brokers in New York, who pass 
the merchandise through Boston brokers 
before’ he receives them with the result 
that clearance and other’ charges are con- 
siderably more than they would otherwise 
be. Furthermore, he says, the goods cross 
the ocean as freight, which often causes a 
detay of a month or six weeks. As an 
instance of the high cost of transit, one 
package weighing 142 pounds, and meas- 
uring 10 by 6 inches, and containing goods 

yvalued at $75 cost $13.78 for passage across 

the ocean from: Paris to Boston, this sum 
including broker’s charges. The last par- 
cel was- despatched at Havre, June 1, and 
did not reach him until July 10. 











A trusted employe’ of the Eska Mfg. Co., 
311 W. Redwood ‘St., was arrested on the 
street here Friday when he attempted to 
sell 23 watches, He was taken to Central

This is the third time 
that the Katz windows have been attacked 
by window-smashers. A brick wrapped in 
wet newspaper was used, but before throw- 
ing the missile the thief pasted sheets of fly 
paper on the window to prevent the glass 
from crashing to the street.

Characteristics of Ivory 





HE beauties inherent in elephantine 
ivory have been a source of admira- 

tion probably since its early existence... Its 
lovely soft tone of white, beauty of the 
“grain;” its perfect adaptability to carving 
and turning, being sufficiently soft to the 
graver’s point as to allow unobstructed in- 
cision or excavation; and lastly its almost 
absolute durability; all tend to make ivory 
a greatly favored material for the work in 
relief of those artistically inclined since 
time immemorial. Dr. G. F. Kunz, in his 
masterly work, “Ivory and the Elephant,” 
gives the following characteristics of ivory: 
“What is ivory? We all know it as one 
of the most attractive art materials, but 
the structural qualities to which its beauty 
and appropriateness are due and the sources 
whence it is derived are often lost sight 
of by those who fully appreciate its rare 
beauty when they see some artistic object 
executed in this soft-toned and yet rich 
and lustrous material. In its most restrict- 
ed sense, the term ‘ivory’ denotes primar- 
ily elephant ivory, although as generally 


,employed the designation covers many ‘other 
forms of ‘dentine. 


The characteristic ‘dis- 
tinction between true ivory and other forms 
of dentine appears on examining a trans- 
verse section, when wavy lines of different 
shades are observable, their discussions in- 
closing minute approximately lozenge- 
shaped spaces in concentric rows. Under 
the microscope the tubular structure is re- 
vealed, the tubes being exceedingly minute 
and closely set; their smallest branches are 
immeasurably fine, while at the largest point 
they only average 1-1000 of an inch. Their 
angular gyrations are much more marked 
than are the secondary curvatures of or- 
dinary dentine; these are believed, in both 
cases, to be due to successive stages of cal- 
cification. Through the tubes pass from 
the central pulp excessively fine threads of 
a protoplasmic substance. The disposition 
and the peculiar curvature of the ivory 
tubes serves to render the entire tissue 
exceptionally tough and elastic. When 
ivory decomposes it disintegrates along the 
lines of the concentric interglobular spaces, 
and fossil ivory in this state presents the 
appearance of a series of detached concen- 
tric rings. 5 
“Occasionally the grinders of elephants 
have been worked as ivory, but their triple 
composition of enamel, dentine and cement 
renders them difficult to cut, and they do 
not yield a material sufficiently homogen- 
eous to constitute a satisfactory substitute 
for true ivory from the tusk. * * * The 
characteristic appearance presented by a 
cross-section of ivory, the series of curved 
lines produced by a bending of the tubules 
constituting the dentine, is first observable 
in the paleontological series leading up to 
the modern, in the case of the large upper 
tusks of Tetrabolodon angustidens from the 
Lower Miocene of Northern Africa, Eu- 
rope and probably Asia; the exceptionally 
large lower tusks of some American Tetra- 
boldonts show the same formation. 
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“The dentition of the elephant is very 
characteristic and peculiar. The first tusks 
(developed incisors) are shed, and are re- 
placed by a second growth, which remains, 
increasing gradually in length and weight 
till the animal’s death. The molars, how- 
ever, are renewed no less than five times 
in the course of the elephant’s life. * * * 
The.,material commonly understood under 
the term ‘ivory’ comes from elephants, 
whales and other animals, in whose struc- 
ture tusks and teeth are notable features. 
Great toughness and tensile strength must 
therefore be its leading characteristic. In 
the case of the elephant, especially, the 
tusk is the animal’s chief offensive and de- 
fensive weapon. Untold thousands of ele- 
phants have been bereft of their lives to 
secure these tusks, for they are, so to speak, 
the animal’s jewels. 

“The following analysis of bone, dentine, 
and ivory is given by Mons. Adolphe Car- 
not: Phosphate of lime, 82.08; phosphate 
of magnesia, 15.72; fluoride of lime, 0.20; 
chloride of lime a trace; carbonate of lime, 
2.04; ferrous oxide, 0.08; in a total of 
100.12. * * * The density of ivory va- 
ries in specimens from different places; 
the specific gravity as given in Landholt’s 
Tabellen is from 1.83 to 1,92; the Annuaire 
of the French Bureau des Longitudes gives 
a higher figure—namely, 1.93. The 4ensile 


‘stfength..is so great that thin longitudinal 


Strips cut from a Whole tusk have consti- 
tuted excellent riding whips. Ivory is elec- 
trically positive and in the electrostatic se- 
ries of Faraday occupies a place between 
cat fur and bear fur on the one hand and 
feathers and quartz on the other. * * * 
The resilience of ivory, its rebotind when 
faHing against or being impelled against 
a resisting object that suddenly checks its 
course, is of an entirely different character, 
from that of rubber, for instance. It has 
not the long rebound of this latter and so 
much lighter material, but its successive 
contacts and rebounds are quite short and 
frequently repeated until it finally settles 
to rest. The module of elasticity responds 
immediately to impact, and this it is that 
makes ivory the very best material for bil- 
liard balls, as the cue has no sooner touched 
the ball than the latter springs away from 
the impact. The tendency of ivory to shrink °‘ 
under hygrometrical influence induced the 
Tithe Commissioners on the Parliamentary 
survey to reject the employment of ivory 
scales. This material requires carefully sea- 
soning just as wood does, and any exposure 
to hot dry air should be guarded against. 
The larger the pieces the greater the dan- 
ger of such shrinkage. As a rule ivory 
ornaments should not be placed on a man- 
tlepiece beneath which a hot fire is burn- 
ing.

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S time goes on, 
questions of 
greater and greater 
importance come up 
in our industry that have to be acted upon 
by manufacturers, wholesalers, importers 
and “retailers and the suggestion has been 
made that it would be well, in addition to 
the various a$sociations representing the 
various divisions in our trade, that we have 
one small. body composed of representatives 
of each, to whom these important matters 
should be referred before they are taken up 
by any of the national associations for final 
action. As a keen observer in our trade 
said a short time ago, “In matters of gen- 
eral interest the retailers act from a retail- 
ers’ angle, the wholesalers from a whole- 
salers’ angle, while the manufacturers and 
importers necessarily take them up from 
their own standpoints.” No two of these 
angles or standpoints will agree, and no 
individual body can properly take the ques- 
tion up from a trade standpoint unless they 
call in representatives of other branches of 
the industry to discuss the question with 
them, and in that way obtain an exchange 
of viewpoints of benefit to all concerned. 


A Trade 
Conference Com- 
mittee Suggested 


To a certain extent, the last named plan 
was followed when the wholesalers. dis- 
cussed the question of trade discounts at 
their Atlantic City convention and there was 
no doubt that all learned much from the 
different viewpoints expressed by manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and retailers. 
nately, however, it is not practical to have 
representatives of all other branches of the 
trade at all national conventions to discuss 
all questions that come up and for this rea- 
son the suggestion that a jewelry confer- 
ence be established, at which all trade propo- 
sitions might be considered from the various 
angles and standpoints, appears to us tobe 
a good one. The report of this conference 
which would thrash out the subject from 
all standpoints could then be presented to 
the national associations in each branch of 
our trade and we do not doubt that it would 
have weight in determining the action of 
each body upon the questions involved in 
the report. 


Such a conference or conference commit- 
tee, if appointed, should not be a body of 
too large a membership, but it should be 
large enough to include representatives not 
only of the national associations in the re- 
tail and wholesale and manufacturers’ trades, 
but also the other organizations in the in- 
dustry whose work takes on a national 
character; for this reason we would sug- 
gest that the diamond cutters and import- 
ers, the watch manufacturers and the sil- 
versmiths be represented and in addition 
such organizations as the National Jewel- 
ers Board of Trade, the Manufacturing 
Jewelers’ Board of Trade, New England 
Manufacturing Jewelers’ and Silversmiths’ 
Association, the Jewelers’ Vigilance Com- 
mittee and the National Jewelers’ Publicity 
Association. One or two delegates from 
each of these bodies we think, would form 
an organization or committee thoroughly 
representative of the feeling and activity of 
the entire industry and their reaction upon 
trade propositions, if presented before the 
national conventions, would be given care- 
ful consideration and prove a valuable aid 
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in having all the matters discussed and acted 
on from a really trade and not divisional 
standpoint. 





LTHOUGH no 
Poor Example of trophy, | national 
Silversmiths’ Art °° international, has 
been more prominent 
in the public eye for the last 70 years than 
has the America cup, formerly and properly 
referred to as the Queen’s cup, which was 
won by the yacht America at the race along 
the Isle of Wight at Cowes in 1851, since 
which time it has been offered openly to 
the world as an international challenge cup 
by its owners, the New York Yacht Club, 
the recent races of the Shamrock IV and 
Resolute which have occupied the news 
columns of the daily papers for the last 
two weeks again brought this trophy into 
prominence and the illustrations and brief 
description of it have made it familiar to 
the younger generation of Americans in- 
terested in yacht races and other sporting 
events. 

While the fact that Sir Thomas Lipton 
did not lift the cup after his many strenu- 
ous attempts to do so, is the cause of de- 
light to Americans who have learned to 
treasure the object as a'symbol of suprem- 
acy of the American yacht, its loss, had 
it: occurred, would have been of little ac- 
count if the trophy was to be considered 
from a silversmith’s standpoint alone. The 
cup is a product of an age in British silver- 
smithing which produced little or nothing 
that the American craftsman in the white 
metal wishes to follow to-day, and the 
America cup, so called, was probably one 
of the worst examples of the early art of 
its kind. 

History tells us that the cup was made 
by the well known concern of Garrard of 
England, from a design of an artist named 
Spencer, who used motifs of tse 16th and 
17th centuries, whose lack of originality 
gives the cup little appeal to our artists of 
to-day. In fact, there is nothing in the 
piece to suggest things nautical or sym- 
bolize in any way the purpose for which it 
was intended, and were it not for the in- 
scriptions upon the panels, future historians 
who might come upon the cup would fail 
to find any reason for identifying it with 
the celebrated international yacht races 
which thrilled the English yacht people of 
the world, time and time again. The cup is 
at best a very poor example of craftsman- 
ship, but of course its real value is in what 
it stands for in the eyes of all yachtsmen. 

Unfortunately for the silversmiths’ art of 
this country, by the conditions of the deed 
of gift, the America cup never became 
the property of the American yacht that 
won the race. To make up for this nearly 
all of the American yachts in previous 
races were presented with especially de- 
signed trophies to commemorate the vic- 
tories that they had attained. These tro- 
phies in contrast to the America cup were 
distinctly nautical in appearance, artistic 
in design and helped to give an impetus 
to the development of American silver- 
smithing that was decidedly marked. The 
America cup has played its part, however, 
collaterally, if not directly, in helping to 
develop the art of the American silver- 
smith.

W* have heard and read a great deal 
of late about “educating” the far- 
mers and patrons of local dealers to the 
higher standard of living held by the city 
populace, but isn’t it just barely posssible 
that these humble folk are already “edu- 
cated” more highly than the local dealer 
has suspected? 

There is a question whether or not the 
average local merchant has kept pace with 
the development of the farm and town 
market for merchandise. A study of the 
situation leads one to suspect that, after all, 
it is the merchant and not the customer 
who needs the educating. 

Listen to an official of one of the large 
mail-order houses on the subject: “We 
have known for years,” says this expert 
on rural trade, ‘that the farmer has exactly 
the same tastes as the city man.” 

If this is true, it is a very significant state- 
ment and should be taken advantage of by 
every local dealer. On the other hand, if 
the statement is somewhat exaggerated, it 
at least shows the mail-order house’s atti- 
tude toward country trade and the impres- 
sion that it is creating among that trade. 
In competition with such an attitude, it is 
easy to see that the local merchant cannot 
afford to take the stand that all the folks 
in his district are somewhat “countryfied” 
and almost any old thing is good enough for 
them. 

In any event the mail-order catalog bears 
evidence of the increased education of coun- 
try people and the growing demand for 
more exclusive merchandise. And from 
the retail point of view it is very important 
that the dealer realize to what extent the 
mail-order house is helping to create good 
taste and meeting its demands. 

A study of the catalogs of the big mail- 
order houses confirms the statement. The 
great change that has taken place in the 
life of the American farmer in the last 
decade is revealed in a striking manner by 
a comparison of the 1919 catalogs of these 
houses with those of ten years ago. 

In 1919 a leading mail-order catalog dis- 


played ten pages of pianos at from $87 to 
$195; ten organs at from $34 to $59; eight 
talking machines from $7.95 to $18.75, and 
six pages of records. There was little 
classical music and no records from promi- 
nent singers. 

In 1919 there are shown in the catalog 
of the same mail-order house seven pianos 
at from $112 to $327; three player pianos 
at from $398 to $462; five organs at from 
$57 to $92; nine styles of phonographs at 
from $9.95 to $160, with two pages of grand 
opera records. 

In 1909, Mission furniture was the only 
“style” furniture named, and there was only 
one-half page of that. The other furniture 
shown was homely and ornate. In 1919, 
William and Mary, Colonial, Louis XIV, 
Adams and Mission are the prevailing styles 
in the larger mail-order catalogs. 

In 1909 one catalog showed a page of 
tennis goods, one and one-half pages of 
baseball, a half page of track gear and bas- 
ket ball. In 1919 one page went to tennis, 
two pages to baseball goods, two pages to 
football and basket ball and one page to 
golf. 

In 1909 toilet goods were not considered 
a serious matter, and no special department 
of the catalog was devoted to it. A few 
perfumes and creams were scattered here 
and there among bargain goods. In 1919 an 
assortment of perfumes intended to rival 
that of city department stores is shown, 
along with six pages of other toilet arti- 
cles, including rouge and eyebrow pencils. 

In 1909 these catalogs featured only the 
older books, such as Adam Bede, Robinson 
Crusoe, Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Progress and 
books by Mary J. Holmes, E. P. Roe and 
the like. In 1919 war books are prominently 
featured, together with novels by Robert 
W. Chambers, H. G. Wells, Zane Grey, 
Arnold Bennett and other modern fiction 
writers. 

In 1909 one ia catalog devoted 27 
pages to rather low-grade jewelry of all 
kinds. In 1919 the catalog of the same 
house devotes 43 pages to its jewelry dis- 


play, featuring diamond rings at from 
$18.75 to $1,019.75; diamond stick pins at 
from $21 to $236.50; watches selling as high 
as $100 each; and even engraved wedding 
rings. In 1909 —— Bros. was the only 
standard silverware featured by this house; 
in 1919 the same catalog shows two pages 
each of quadruple plate, etc. 

This is the way in which mail-order 
houses have advanced in their appreciation 
of rural demands, and the question is, has 
the local merchant kept pace? 

Aside from the automobile, many forces 
have been active in bringing about better 
conditions among the rural populace and 
creating new standards of thought and liv- 
ing. A survey of a typical Iowa rural sec- 
tion made last summer, showed nearly 95 
per cent of the farmers taking daily papers. 
In 79 per cent of these same homes there 
were libraries averaging 106 books each. 
Eighty per cent of all moving picture houses 
in America are in the rural districts. A 
theatre manager in Clinton, Ia., who runs 
one night stands of two dollar shows, says 
that 50 per cent of his patrons are farmers. 
Statistics of a transcontinental’ railroad for 
through ticket purchases in towns of differ- 
ent sizes indicate that the farmer is travel- 
ing as much, if not more than the city 
man. 

All of which goes to show that the farm 
family and the small town family have 
many more sources of information than 
they had a few years ago, that they know 
the world’s recognized standards of value, 
and that their tastes have developed with 
their prosperity. Unless the local merchant 
has kept pace with this development, the 
catalog house has got the start of him by 
several years. If he has fallen behind in 
this respect, it is still time to improve his 
standards and go after the trade, realizing 
that the people of his community are better 
educated and more particular than they used 
to be. He must do this if he expects to 
compete with the mail-order house. 

The farmer, by the way, is not the only 
individual who is much inclined to buy by

mail. This fact is well illustrated by a story 
told by the representative of a large New 
York publisher who does business by mail. 
In response to an advertisement of a book 
on business management, several department 
store executives throughout the country or- 
dered the book. In each case the store was 
a customer of the publisher’s and carried 
in stock the very book which the executives 
ordered. 

Now if the head of a department store 
does not find out whether his own store 
carries an article he sees advertised, but 
goes ahead and orders it direct, how can 
one expect a customer to go looking for a 
particular book, which he is not at all sure 
his dealer has, when it is so easy to order 
it by mail? 

From these same towns where depart- 
ment store executives ordered the book, 
came other orders from the people who live 
there in sufficient numbers to fully justify 
the expense of advertising the book. So 
this publicity got the business not only of 
the people in the community who should 
have bought from their dealers, but also of 
the dealers themselves! 

This overlooking of opportunities by the 
local merchant is one of the very great rea- 
sons why the mail-order house succeeds; 
rest assured that it doesn’t overlook one 
single opportunity in your town. Just be- 
cause its headquarters are in Chicago or 
New York or Philadelphia or some other 
far-away place, don’t think for a minute 
that it is not actively doing business in your 
town. It is a constant source of competi- 
tion and warrants the best efforts of any 
dealer. 

One other thing. In all probability every 
book sale in the case sighted above would 
have gone to local dealers if these dealers 
had made use of the literature furnished 
them by the publisher. How much free 
advertising matter goes to the waste basket 
every day in the year! 

Almost without exception, people like to 
look at pictures and prices of goods and 
talk over the contemplated purchase with 
other members of the family. The mail- 
order house takes full advantage of this 
and furnishes the literature in abundance. 

If the local dealer would make known his 
merchandise, its value and its merits as 
compared with the mail-order article (not 
forgetting the point of service), he would 
beat the mail-order house nine times out ot 
ten.

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Rounding Up Collections

HE approach of summer will find on the 

books of most jewelers a certain 
amount of bills outstanding, generally the 
results of early spring and late winter 
buying. The arrival of summer generally 
brings with it a relaxation of effort and 
this trait of human nature generally finds 
its way to the check book also. 

The jeweler anxious to prevent his capi- 
tal from being tied up unnecessarily can do 
well to approach these acéounts before the 
summer is too far along, when the majority 
of customers will perhaps be found to have 
left the city. Many times it only needs a 
suggestion to round up the bulk of these 
amounts outstanding and frequently this 
suggestion can take place by means of a 
form letter. 

A special letter of this type that can be 
used for the purpose of securing the pay- 
ment of tardy bills and yet give the cus- 
tomer no offense will be found in the fol- 
lowing letter quoted: 


Dear Sir: 

In our store during the summer time 
whenever we cannot find anyone, we 
generally take it for granted that they 
have gone away on a vacation. 

This leads us to believe, in a search 
for the missing. amounts on our ledger, 
that perhaps some of our dollars too 
have started on a vacation. 

While we do not deny that dollars 
should be given some chance to rest 
we fully believe that those represented 
in the attached bill have had sufficient 
relaxation and we wonder if at this 
time you could send a few of them our 
way? Yours very truly, 


It is not always advisable to send the 
same letter of appeal to all delinquents and 
the selection of proper letters for the pur- 
pose of effecting collections can best be 
carried out by the jeweler himself, who 
should be guided by the relations he en- 
joys with his clients and his knowledge of 
their manner of taking things. 

In order that the jeweler anxious to clean 
up outstanding bills may have a choice of 
inoffensive letters for this purpose, letters 
that will get the money and at the same 
time hold the business, several other speci- 
mens are given. 

The one following is particularly recom- 
mended for “First Offense” customers and 
those who owe _ perhaps. only _ small 
amounts: 


Dear Sir: 

As you are well aware the business 
of selling jewelry was established in 
this country many years ago by “Early 
Settlers.” 

I am sure you will appreciate the 
advantages as well as the opportunity 
of honoring the many worthy things 
established in this country by our 


forefather “Early Settlers,” by qualify- 
ing as a modern “Early Settler,” so 
helping in this way to perpetuate the 
worthy characteristics of our race. 
This is the reason I am writing you 
at this time with the hope that I may 
be able to persuade your response as 
an “Early Settler,’ in the punctual re- 
mittance for the small bill enclosed, 
which is now slightly overdue. 
Yours for an early settlement. 


There are other delinquents whom the 
jeweler no doubt can select by experience 
as being of the kind who do not pay bills, 
not for an intention to defraud but whose 
motives are prompted by the thought that 
punctual remittance is unnecessary. Such 
folks cannot be won over by a mere re- 
minder and it becomes necessary to gain 
their action through some letter that in its 
text will convince in the reasons set forth 
just why a prompt settlement is desirable. 
Such a letter follows: 


Dear Sir: 

As one of our valued customers, I 
am sure you will appreciate every ef- 
fort we wish to make to eliminate 
“Unwarranted Expenses.” 

For example, the bookkeeping ex- 
pense and effort necessary to follow up 
“Overdue Accounts’ is classed as an 
unnecessary business cost. 

This added expense is generally 
brought about by a list of folks who— 
while having every good intention in 
the world of paying—do not remit on 
time because of business pressure, ill- 
ness, forgetfulness or just procrastina- 
tion. 

It so happens that your name is in- 
cluded on our ledger as one of the 
slightly overdue accounts and the pur- 
pose of this letter is to ask your co-, 
operation in the matter, a request which 
to us seems only reasonable. 

May we have your check? 

Yours very truly, 


Jewelers maintaining a watch repairing 
department and those enjoying a large 
watch and clock business will, no doubt, 
find on reference to their ledger, many of 
the customers represented in this line to 
be tardy. While the amounts due for 
watch and clock repairing services are gen- 
erally small when considered individually, 
they usually, when not followed up, even- 
tually run into quite a substantial amount 
in the aggregate. Like dentists’ and doc- 
tors’ expenses, the bills due for “fixing 
watches,” just seem to accumulate. It, 
therefore, becomes necessary for the jew- 
eler endeavoring to carry on a cash busi- 
ness to occasionally round up the out- 
standing amounts resulting in this depart- 
ment. The majority of these can be traced 
to male customers and a collection letter

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Can Salesmanship Be Taught?

FOr several years I have attempted to 

teach that intangible subject, Salesman- 
ship. I say attempt for it is but an attempt 
after all for the simple reason you have no 
way of telling if after a course of 20 or 
more weeks the student is going to make 
good at that great vocation. 

Unlike other college and academic 
courses, the instructor is unable to watch 
the results of his efforts, make tests and 
in other ways watch and note if the germ 
he has attempted to plant hus been placed 
on fertile soil. 

It is only when a man is placed on his 
own resources and we let go the helm that 
we are able to tell‘ his worth; and at times 
not then, for the average man who sells 
goods becomes an adept in finding excuses 
for reasons he failed. 

Some persons claim a good salesman is 
born. Others claim he is made; but the 
writer after working with over 3,000 men 
has come to the conclusion they are neither 
born nor made but self-developed by the 
amount of self-instruction, punishment and 
labor they are willing to inflict on them- 
selves. 

The first idea I plant in the minds of 
my men is to get the thought out of their 
minds we are going to teach them the so- 
called “ethics” of salesmanship. Neither 
are we going to teach them the so-called 
“psychology” of salesmanship for to be 
frank I believe “there ain’t no such animal,” 
Of course I do not deny there is such a 
thing but I, as a salesman first and an in- 
structor next, have never come in contact 
with the man who knew a thing about 
either practice. Some persons claim spirits 
and ghosts exist. Perhaps they, too, are cor- 
rect; but no one ever gave tangible evidence 
of seeing either, and they and the so-called 
chap who feels he can “size up” a customer 
or sell by a system of “psychology” must 
be placed in the same class. 

I tell my pupils, “Salesmanship is a proc- 
ess of work the same as digging a ditch. 
The harder you dig the more dirt you un- 
cover and in selling goods the harder you 
work the more pay dirt you uncover. 
Salesmen, as a rule, I find, work about as 
little as they can, to get by. If you stop 
and analyze the hours they put in in actual 
selling it will be found that they do not 
compare a little bit with any of the callings 
that pay far less. 

A strange thing I have also discovered 
about embroyo salesmen: men who have 
never sold before and men who have 
never had the chance to go forth and do 
battle via the order book, pick out the hard- 
est goods to sell, or to be more exact the 
goods which require the greatest amount 
of technical training. 

When I first assemble my men I ask 
them to write on a card the goods they 
desire to sell, if they ever sold before or 
what was their previous vocation. A digest 


of some 200 students enrolled in a recent 
class demonstrates the following: 

50 never sold before but wish to sell 
automobiles or trucks. 

20 never sold before but wish to sell 
candy or confectionery. 

20 have worked as stock men and want 
to get on the road. 

20 are retail salesmen who want to be- 
come wholesale men. 

15 wholesale who wish to get off the 
road and go behind the counter. 

75 have no choice but simply want to sell 
anything. 

Again, we find that the greatest number 
of recruits come from mills, factories and 
other institution where manual labor is 
the main issue. It seems these men feel 
that the man on the road stopping at good 
hotels, riding in de luxe trains and meet- 
ing the big buyers of the country, suggest 
an opportunity that they will seize, after 
a term of 20 weeks as students, and for a 
nominal fee. 


How deluded these men are after a few 
weeks at our class and when we make them 
realize that 20 and at times 20 times that 
number of weeks of study will not make 
them salesmen if they do not possess that 
something impossible to describe! 

My students range from school boys in 
knickerbockers to men over 60 years of 
life, demonstrating the wonderful hold 
salesmanship as a vocation has on all 
classes. I also have found most men ex- 
pect to be told they shall be required to 
read.a series of books on selling, given text 
books to study and in other ways cram like 
they do in colleges where routine work is 
done. But when we explain that all the 
books ever written on salesmanship will 
not make of the reader a salesman they 
are disappointed. Of course in every book 
we find passages that help, inspire and in- 
struct, but as for “reading” yourself into 
a salesman, that is in itself impossible. 

Other men whisper, “I don’t think I will 
have any trouble, I am a graduate of so- 
and-so college.” When told, “That will not 
retard your salesmanship nor will it make 
you a salesman,” they cannot understand 
why the result of college education will 
not instantly qualify them as salesmen. If 
such were the case every graduate from 
each college would be a salesman and a 
firm might simply advertise for college 
graduates to recruit its staff of salesmen. 

The men who sold the most goods in all 
my classes covering a period of many 
years may be classed in the following 
groups: 

First, Men who worked 10 honest hours 
or more per day. 

Second, Men who knew nothing of so- 
called “sizing up or psychology.” 

Third, Men who smiled and kept on smil- 
ing.

Fourth, Men who had to sell goods or 
starve. 

Last, Men who had an inner knowl- 
edge of the goods they sold and a nkack 
of explaining this knowledge in a plain, 
forceful manner, combined with the 
truth. 

By the above you will note each of the 
qualities is something that every man 
can possess. Some have all, others one or 
two, but the ideal salesman is the one who 
has a fair amount of each quality in good 
working order. 

















Some Store Slogans 





HERE are thousands of jewelry stores 

in this big country. Some prosper and 
some do not. So much depends upon the 
prosperity and popularity of a particular 
store. Among other things is the store’s 
slogan. Not all stores have slogans, not 
all of the slogans used are good slogans, 
either! But as a means of expressing 
tersely the personality of the store, the 
slogan is without equal. 

For example, I know of a certain jewelry 
store which flaunts the following slogan in 
all of their advertising: “You Can Always 
Do Better At Brown’s’. Now what is the 
first impression on the mind of the person 
who reads this advertisement? Who will 
such an advertisement appeal to? The 
very first thing that popped into my mind 
on seeing this advertisement for the first 
time was: “Here is a store that makes a 
specialty of selling cheap jewelry.” A visit 
to the store and an examination of their 
goods convinced me that my initial deci- 
sion was correct in every detail. An inter- 
view with the owner brought out some in- 
teresting facts. The situation of the store 
is not favorable. The store had been op- 
erated for a year without profit when as 
a last resort the above slogan was adopted. 
The original idea of the slogan was to at- 
tract the better class of trade. The slogan 
was used without proper consideration and 
the result was a demand for the cheaper 
grades of goods. The demand was a good 
healthy demand, too, the owner tells me. 
Seeing the way matters stood, he immedi- 
ately stocked up with this grade of goods, 
continued his advertising and as a result 
is doing an enormous turnover each year. 
The profits are small but the volume of 
business he does compensates for this. He 
will never have the better class of trade in 
his store, he admits, but he doesn’t want 
it now! His case is unusual but it very 
aptly illustrates what may occur if the 
merchant picks out a store slogan in a 
haphazard manner. If his store had been 
doing a fair trade in the better grades 
of jewelry, the slogan would have entirely 
ruined his business. 

Don’t use a slogan which does not ex- 
Press the real personality of your store! 

_ The slogan is often used to indicate loca- 
tion and in this connection the slogan can 
render a service that cannot be equaled. 
In Pittsburgh there is a store—a jewelry 
Store—located on the second floor of a 
certain building. Competitors and business 
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men shook their heads when they heara 
of the venture and freely predicted failure 
for the new concern which consisted of 
two young men—hustlers—both of them. 
But the new firm did not worry for they 
were too busy. They advertised exten- 
sively and their slogan was familiar with 
thousands in the city. “Just Twenty Feet 
Above High Rents—You Save the Differ- 
ence,” they advertised, and judging from 
the volume of business they do, the slogan 
has paid them and paid them very well. 
Too often the jeweler has found that 
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harp on quality. And, after all, quality 
is what the average person seeks when he 
enters a jewelry store to make a purchase.

cation! People hurry by; window displays 
fail to attract and the result is few people 
make purchases. In an Ohio city of 100,000 
a certain jeweler found out this distressing 
fact. Months went by and an examination 
of his books brought forth the fact that he 
was barely making a nominal living. Being 
a shrewd individual he conceived a slogan 
to fit the occasion. He. made people know 
the location of his store by alliteration of 
this slogan in his advertising: “The 
Jewelry Store on the Corner Where the 
Cars Stop and the Crowds Shop.” Today 
he is prosperous and the store is doing an 
excellent business due, in a very large 
measure to the slogan he used so frequently. 
He still uses the same slogan. People in 
that Ohio city will never be able to forget 
the location of that store! 

Perhaps the best slogan for a jewelry 
store is one which will express quality. 
Price cutting and shaving of profits are 
all right in many businesses but for some 
reason they are not for the jeweler. The 
jeweler who succeeds must everlastingly 


this way: “Where You Naturally Expect 
to Find the Best” and “Merchandise of 


Merit.” Note that each of these gets the 
point of quality home. The reader is im- 
pressed. 


The slogan can either work for you or 
against you, depending upon the time spent 
in selection and whether the slogan actu- 
ally represents the personality of the store. 
The slogan which misrepresents the store 
and the merchant is like poor advertising. 
Its use will be reflected in less sales and 
smaller profits. 

Don’t be in a hurry to use a slogan. 
Take your time in selecting a slogan and 
when you use it, flaunt it before the eyes 
of the public at every possible opportunity. 
If you do this, some day, you will be 
glad you used a slogan. But don’t be 
sorry! Take your time and select a good 
one.

Mainsprings and the Power of Resistance 





By T. D. Wricut in London Horological Journal 














HEN the motive power is derived from 
a spring, the property of elasticity 
does for us what gravity does when a 
weight is used. Elasticity is that property 
by virtue of which a body that has been 
distorted tends to return to its original bulk 
and figure. When a spring is bent resist- 
ance is experienced, that resistance varies 
with different materials, with different 
amounts of bending, and with springs of 
different dimensions. 
Many experiments have been made to 
determine the relative resistances offered by 
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most substances to distortion. The numeri- 
cal value of such resistance is called the 
modulus of clasticity; it is generally ex- 
pressed in Ibs. force per square inch of 
section. Steel has a large modulus of elas- 
ticity, india-rubber has a small one. 

If the body, after the distorting cause 
has been removed, goes quite back to its 
oringinal shape and size, it is said to be per- 
fectly elastic. The perfection will depend 
more or less on the amount of distortion it 
undergoes. Steel will undergo considerable 
distortion and still be capable of returning 
to its original form; it has a wide limit of 


elasticity. If we are careful to keep the 
strain well within the limits of elasticity, a 
spring will retain its elastic properties for 
an almost indefinite time. If a spring is 
hent beyond its limits of elasticity, a “per- 
manent set” occurs—a permanent change of 
form is produced—spring becomes useless. 


The work a spring can do in unbending 
is equal to the work done upon it in winding 
it up, minus loss by friction. There is 
always some loss with a mainspring; the 
coils as they rub against one another cause 
considerable friction, there is friction of 
the barrel on its arbor, and there may be 
some from the spring rubbing against the 
top and bottom of the barrel. 

The work done in winding it up will vary 
with the modulus of elasticity. As we 
seldom use anything but steel, we need not 
consider the comparative effects of other 
materials, except to just note that any 
other available substance has a smaller 
modulus, and would therefore need to be 
larger to produce the same amount of work. 
For instance, suppose we made our main- 
spring of brass, we find that brass bends 
much easier than steel—its modulus is 
much less—so it cannot do so much work in 
returning to its original form. Then it has 
not such a great limit of elasticity, so we 
dare not bend it so much, or it would under- 
go permanent change of form. To obtain 
the required amount of work, it would be 
necessary to use a larger spring, occupying 
more space, without gaining any corre- 
sponding advantage. The usual methods of 
using mainsprings are the results of past 
experience, they allow of as much change of 
form as may be safe under all ordinary 
circumstances; if the change is much 
exceeded the spring will either break or 
get a permanent set; which of the two it 
will do depends upon its temper; we aim 
in tempering it to obtain such a degree that 
just at the instant it is about to break it 
will permanently bend; that is, in theory 
the limit of elasticity and the limit of ten- 
acity should coincide; in practice we usually 
make it soft enough to bend out of shape a 
little sooner than it would break. When 
the spring is taken out of the barrel, it 
assumes its unstrained condition of “set”; 


when it is wound up close round the arbor 
ii is undergoing its greatest strain. The 
change produced in its curvature depends 
upon the relative size of the barrel arbor. 
If the arbor is too small the change of form 
is too great, and the spring gives way, be- 
cause the smaller arbor allows the spring 
to be bent more—to be wound up further— 
than a larger one. If a properly tempered 
steel spring is used, and the amount of 
winding is restricted within safe limits, the 
amount of work obtained from it will de- 
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pend upon its dimensions. The size of the 
barrel depends upon these dimensions. 

When a spring is being wound up one 
end of it remains fixed, the other end is 
bent through some given distance. If two 
springs alike in length and thickness, but 
differing in breadth, are equally bent, the 
work they can do in unbending will be di- 
rectly proportional to their breadth. Sup- 
pose one spring is twice as broad as an- 
other, the effect is the same as if two equal 
springs were working side by side, each 
capable of doing as much work as the other, 
the spring is twice as strong. As the height 
of the barrel must vary as the breadth of 
the spring, we find that the work possible 
is proportional to the height of barrel. 

If two springs, alike in breadth and thick-

ds moved through equal distances—are 
seal up the same number of turns as each 
other—we find that the possible work is 
inversely proportional to the length. The 
jong spring is not really bent so much as 
the shorter one; there is less strain upon it. 
If the one spring is twice as long as the 
other, it will only do half as much work— 
it will really only be half as much bent as 


the other. 

If two springs alike in length and breadth, 
jt differing in thickness, are wound up 
equally, we find that the resistances do not 
vary in the same proportion as the thick- 
ness, but in the proportion of the cube of 
the thickness. If the one spring 1s twice as 
thick as the other and equally bent, it will 
ofer eight times the resistance, but as its 
grength against breaking is only four times 
as great~proportional to the square of its 
thickness—it would break if bent so much. 
When a straight spring is bent into a curved 
shape, or a curved one bent into a quicker 
curve, its surface at the outer part of the 
curve is in tension—is stretched longer— 
if the strain exceeds a certain limit the 
particles there will separate and the spring 
breaks. In a similar degree the inner part 
of the curve is compressed; along the mid- 
dle of its thickness, where the one kind of 
strain is about to change into the other 
kind, there is no strain at all, This plane, 
passing right through the length and 
breadth of the spring, in the middle o, its 
thickness, is called its neutral axis. 


If we take a straight strip of metal, fit 
two parallel pins through it a short distance 
apart, as in Fig. 1 and then bend the strip, 
the pins will be inclined to each other as 
shown. The distance “a” along the curved 
neutral axis of the bent strip will be pre- 
cisely the same as the distance “a” in the 
straight strip. Every portion of the bent 
strip outside the neutral axis will be 
stretched longer, and every part of it with- 
in the neutral axis will be compressed 
shorter. The actual strain at any point will 
be proportional to the distance from the 
neutral axis, as suggested by the position 
of the two pins, so if the same change of 
curvature is produced in the spring of 
doubled thickness, it will be just twice as 
likely to break, because, as its surface is 
twice as far from the neutral axis there will 
be double the strain there. To be equally 
safe we must only bend it half as much. 
To do this we may either move its free end 
through a less distance, or we may increase 
its length. As we have already seen, by 
doubling the length and only winding it the 
same distance, it is only bent half as much, 
by doubling the thickness it offers eight 
times the resistance, by doubling both length 
and thickness we get four times the total 
resistance, therefore four times the possible 
work, and only the same tendency to break. 
Springs of different dimensions wound 
through equal numbers of turns, having 
their lengths and thicknesses varying in 
equal proportions, are capable of doing 
work in unbending which is proportional 
to the squares of their respective thicknesses, 
while their breaking tendency is equal.

The tensile strain at the surface of a 
coiled spring = half the thickness of the 
spring multiplied by the angle, a, through 
which it has been wound, divided by the 
original length.

When we use barrels of different diame- 
ters, to get the same number of turns, we 
must increase both length and thickness in 
the same proportion as we increase the bar- 
rel diameter, but that is exactly what we 
want to do, as safety against breaking. 

The “possible work” of the spring is pro- 
portional to the square of its thickness, the 
area of the barrel is proportional to the 
square of its diameter, the work the spring 
can do is also proportional to the height of 
barrel, so we finally see that the possible 
work of a mainspring is directly propor- 
tional to the cubic capacity of the barrel, 
when the amount of winding up is the same. 

To compare the possible work from two 
barrels of different dimensions having ar- 
bors in similar proportions, and being wound 
through equal angles, let D = diameter of 
first one and H = its height, let d = diam- 
eter of second one and h = its height, then

in equal proportions and make the new

2. By doubling both diameter and height 
you obtain 8 times the possible work. 

When a spring has one end rigidly fixed, 
and the other end is bent or wound up, we 
find that the “bending moment,” or measure 
of its resistance, is directly proportional to 
the angle of winding. The expression 
enunciating this fact is well known to watch 
makers as Hooke’s law, “ut tensio sic vis” 
(as is the tension so is the force). It is 
the law of the natural isochronism of a 
balance spring which has one end firmly 
fixed to the stud. When such a spring is 
wound twice as far it is exerting just twice 
the resistance, but as it then has to move 
the mass of the balance back just twice as 
far in the same time, the time of vibration 
is unaltered. The small deviations from ab- 
solute isochronism that occur in practice are 
due to causes belonging to the study of 
“Timing.” 

The law applies to a mainspring when the 
end is firmly held. The ordinary square 
hock used in fusee watches holds the outer 
end of the spring firmly against the barrel; 
such a hooking is called a “rigid attach- 
ment.” If we wind such a spring up twice 
as far, it exerts twice the resistance, but we 
must commence our experiment from the 
unstrained condition. If when a spring is 
in the barrel we wind it one turn, and find 
it is exerting a force of 7 ozs. at the barrel 
edge, we do not in winding it another turn 
obtain a force of 14 ozs., because our first 
turn was perhaps the seventh turn of wind- 
ing. Suppose a mainspring out of the bar- 
rel had just 5 complete coils, that when 
lying in the barrel there were just 11 coils, 
we must have wound the eye up just 6 
complete turns to get it in the barrel; the 
first turn of winding in the barrel is really 
the seventh turn of winding up of the 
spring, and if the force is 7 ozs., then at the 
second turn in the barrel the force will be 
8 ozs., at the third 9 ozs. and so on. The 
acting radius of a fusee decreases at exactly 
the same rate as the force of spring in- 
creases, and we obtain a constant effect at 
the great wheel teeth. 

In a going barrel we get a more or less 
unequal force at the train. Various devices 
have been employed to equalize the turning 
effect. If the barrel is large and a* very 
long thin spring is used, many more turns 
of winding will be necessary to get it in the 
barrel, the change of force from one turn to 
the next will be less, and if we only use the 
same number of turns of going the pull will 
be more equal. 

Saunier’s experiments also demonstrate 
that at the first turn of winding in the barrel 
there is less than the proportional force, 
while at the last turn the force increases 
very rapidly, so a going barrel spring should 
be capable of making, say 6 turns in the 
barrel, a stopwork should be used permitting 
only four turns, and the spring wound up 
one turn to place the stop-work in position. 
We then never use the top and bottom 
turns, using only those middle turns of 
development, where the force varies least.
